PICKETS ARE POSTED 
TO TURN BACK THE MEN 


Mill Officials Deny That Strike Is 
On, and Protest That No Sce- 
rious Results Will Follow. 
Police Are Summoned 
To Keep Order. 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 1.—The princi- 
pal interest in strike matters today was 
centered in the Duquesne plant, where it 
Was expected the strikers would make a 
decided move toward closing down the en- 
tire works, The report from there tonight 
Says the situation is critical. 

The two boss melters and all first help- 
ers went to work as usual! this morning 
and all twelve furnaces were charged. 
Only one second helper went in and all 
ladle men stayed out. 

The strikers made .a thorough house to 
house canvass of open hearth men all 
day. At 4 o’clock, the time for helpers 
and ladle men to go in, pickets were on 


duty on the streets and turned back three 


ladie men. The night turn is badly crip- 
pled but men were brought from the bes- 
semer department to help out, and the 
mill is running full, Sixty of the day 
turn men are off and the strikers say not 
@ man will report tomorrow morning. If 
the open hearth department is shut down 
the 40-inch mill must also shut down. This 
mill supplies Monessen and Vandergrift 
tin mills, hence the movement is im- 
portant to the strikers. 

Steel officials in Pittsburg tonight say 
that all reports to the contrary notwith- 
standing, there is no strike at Duquesne, 
and will be none. They say all night turn 
men reported for duty and the plant is 
being worked to its full capacity. They 
are confident that the entire day turn 
force will go to work as usual in the 
morning. Thirty coal and iron police were 
brought from Braddock and the night and 
‘day borough police and four extras are on 
duty. 

-. What the Strike Costs. 

, ate of the 
ke benefits that are.to be paid by 
the Amalgamated association to its strik- 
ing members now idle has been placed at 
$40,000 every week. This is basing the num- 
ber of beneficiaries at 10,000 and the aver- 
age payment to a member at $a wek. 

Secretary Williams said that the pay- 
ments will be made every two weeks com- 
mencing September 14, and will be con- 
tinued so long as the strike lasts. He de- 
clares there will be plenty of money to 
care for all the striking members and in 
case where the $4 is not enough for the 


care of a member and his family more 


will be given. 

‘No statement of the actual condition 
of the Amalgamated treasury has ever 
been given out, but from the way con- 
tributions Rave come into the organiza- 
tion and the normal sum of money there 
4t is believed that the present balance to 
the credit of the organization is quite 
large. Mr. Williams says, however, that 
the organization has resources not known 
to the genera] public that will enable it 
to continue its strike for an almost in- 
definite length of time. 

President Simon Burns, whose reputed 
interview with President Schwab in New 
York over the long distance telephone is 
generally believed to be hopeful, evidently 
believes that some solution of the present 
serious predicament of the Amalgamated 
association will ultimately be found. Pres- 
ident Shaffer, who is to take a very active 
part in the Labor day festivities tomor- 
row, was not at home to reporters 
day. 

Activity of Strikers. 

Most of the mills in Pittsburg were dJe- 
serted during today. The aftempt of the 
Star tin mills officials to Bring in addl- 
tional forces early this morning had the 
effect of keeping a large force of strikers’ 
pickets about the mills all of today. It is 
reported that the company ran in eight 
men from Philade!phia and that the strik- 
ers pulled out four deserters from the 
mill. The strikers spent a portion of the 
day making personal calls to the homes 
of the men working in the mills and who 
live in the west end. These visits are 
repeated @very week and thus far have 
accomplished but little. Reports from 
the other — show an unchanged con- 
dition. 

It is given out that the officials of the 
strikers will not permit any relaxation of 
the picket duty tomorrow, in spite of the 
special ceremonies going on in the inter- 
est of organized labor. The force of pick- 
ets will be maintained in every vicinity, 
and all mills will be kept continually un- 


der the eyes of the strikers who will be. 


able to act promptly should non-union 
men arrive at any hour of the day or 
night. It has been generally believed that 
the corpofation would take advantage of 
Labor day to rush a larger force of non- 
unionists than usual and this has been 
provided for. 

Between twenty and thirty non-union 
workmen arrived at Canal Dover today 
by special train to go to work in the sheet 
plant. The management claims that four 
mills will be running one turn tomorrow 
morning, and that the balance will be 
placed in operation in the near future. 
The strikers continue to watch the mill 
from a distance, but nothing approach-

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PRINCE CHUN MAY NOT COME 


Objections Made to Attendants Pros- 
trating Themselves Before Kaiser. 


HONOR ONLY FOR EMPEROR 


What Royal Celestial Intended To 
Say and What Berlin Govern- 
ment Dictated Differ. 


Berlin, September 1.—It fs now very 
doubtful, according to a dispatch to The 
Lokal Anzeiger, from Basle, Switzerland, 
whether Frince Chun will come to Berlin 
to make formal apology for the muréder 
of Baron von Ketteler. Members of the 
explatory mission say: 

“Under present conditions we can 
never go to Berlin. We would rather 
die than accept them.” 

It appears that,they object particularly 
to Prince Chun's attendants prostrating 
themselves before Emperor William, in- 
asmuch as this is a special honor re- 
served for the emperor of China and 
would involve a recognition of the kaiser’s 
equality. 

The following information is given re- 
garding Prince Chun’s speech to the 
Kdiser: 

“Prince Chun intended to say: ‘The 
Chinese govirnment regrets that Baron 
von Ketteler was killed,’ but the Berlin 
government dictated the following form: 

“The Chinese government begs pardon 
for the murder of the German minister, 
Baron von Ketteler.”’ 

The Chinese in,Basle are trying to give 
the case internatignal importance by em- 
phasizing the fact that one of the digni- 
taries selected for prostration was made 
a baronet by Queen Victoria, while an- 
cther has the cross of the legion of 
honor. 

It is alleged that Emperor William 1s 
determined that the protocol shall be 
signed before he receives Prince Ciun and 
that he will insist upon an apology for 
the murder of Baron Von Kettegr. Be- 
yond that, however, the ceremony of 
ception will be deprived o: everything of 
a humiliating character, full honors be- 
ing rendered to Prince Chun as a brother 
of Emperor Kwang Hsu on his way to 
the palace.

DR. KASKA MADE A BARON. 


Title Is Conferred by Emperor of 
Austria. 

Mexico City, September 1.—The Aus- 
trian emperor has conferred the title of 
hereditary baron, free from taxes, on Dr. 
Francisco Kaska, of this city. 

Dr. Kaska, who came to Mexico in the 
entourage of Maximilian, has since re- 
mained here in business, and threugh- his 
eterling qualities has won universal es- 
teem. When Austria desired to erect a 
memorial chapel on the spot where Max- 
imilian and his Mexican generals, Mo- 
ramon and Mejia, were executed, Dr. 
Kaska was the intermediary through 
whom permission was asked and obtain- 
ed. The erection of this chapel Jed to a 
visit to Mexico of Princes Khevelhueter 
and Furstenberg as representatives of 
the imperial family of Austria at the 
dedication of the chapel, and that visit 
resulted directly in the resumption of 
diplomatic relations between Mexico and 
Austria. 


PLAZA IS NOW PRESIDENT. 


He Succeeds to Alfaro’s Office in 
Ecuador. 

Guayaquil, Bcuador, September 1.—in 
accordance with the constitution of Ecua- 
dor, President Alfaro, at 12 o'clock last 
night, gave the presidential office ovér to 
his successor, General Leonidas Plaza,

STORM BREAKS 


ON CLEVELAND). 


Ohio City is Swept by Terrific 
Flood That Causes $1,- 
000,000 Damage. 


NUMBER OF LIVES LOST 
NOT YET ASCERTAINED 


Rowboats Used in Principal Streets, 
but Prove Inadequate — Life- 
Saving Crew, Assisted by 
Firemen, Do Valiant 
Work. 


Cleveland, Ohio, September 1.—With the 
breaking of dawn this morning Tle citli- 
zens of Cleveland awoke to look upon a 
scene of unparalleled devastation and de- 
struction caused by a raging flood. 

While the entire city was more or less 
affected, the great volume of raging wa- 
ter vented its anger over miles of the 
eastern portion of the city and caused 
an amount of damage approximated at 
$1,000,000, | 

The appalling overflow was caused by 
a terrific rain that commenced to fall 
shortly after 2 o’clock. It turned into a 
perfect cloudburst between the hours of 
3 ard 5, and then continued with great 
force until nearly 10 o'clock. The storm, 
according to the. weather officials, was 
the heaviest that ever swept over Cleve- 
land since the establishment of the gcv- 
ernment bureau in this city over forty 
years ago, 

Fully a dozen of the corpses were 
washed into gutters and had not been re- 
covered late tonight. 

The surging waters spread over an urea 
in the east end nearly 8 miles long and 
1% miles wide, This extended irom Wood- 
land Hills avenue to East Cleveland and 
back to'East Madison avenue. Greut vol-, 
umes of water poured over from Giddings 
and Doan brooks, down Quincy street, 
swamped Vienna street, rushed over Ce- 
dar avenue back over on East: Prospect 
street, rushed like a mill race down Lin- 
coln avenue to Euclid avenue and then 
on to Glen Park place, where houses were 
undermined as though built of straw, and 


-almcst incredible damage was done to 


streets and property, 

Over a large share of this exclusive rés- 
idence territory the water rushed with 
terrific force, varying in depth from 1 to 
6 feet. Culverts, trestles and bridges were 
torn down and for hours nothing seemed 
capable of stemming the tide of rain. 

Hundreds of residents who were im- 
prisoned in their beautiful homes like 
stranded islanders, 
stricken, expecting to. be called upon to 
wade out into the swirling waters at al-/ 


Jost every, Minute. . Danger. signals v- er} 


flashed about the city as speediy as the 
disabled telephone system would allow, 
and the work of rescue was cominenced. 

Row boats went back and forth essist- 
ing whole families from perilous yj ositioas, 
but these proved pitifully inadequate, and 
it was soon found necessary to go to the 
extraordinary precaution of calling on the 
life saving crew *from the river, a dis- 
tance of 7 miles. The life boats were 
quickly loaded on wagons and hurried to 
the scene of destruction. 

The torrent surged with awful force 
for hours in Deering street from Fair- 
mount to the Boulevard and over a dozen 
familtes were penned in like rats in a trap 
wi water 5 and 6 feet deep surround- 
ing®their homes. At this point the life 
saving crew worked valiantly and assist- 
ed by squads of firemen and policemen, 
finally succeeded in landing the cerror- 
stricken people in places of safety. 

The fear was greatly enhanced by the 
momentary expectation that the great 
Shaker Heights dam would break jo0se 
and send forth terrivle destruction, 

Gordon and Wade parks, on the east 
side, and Brookside park, on the south 
side, where the water also did great dam- 
age as it leaped over the banks of Big 
creek, are damaged to an amount figur- 
ed at $100,000. 2 

Destruction at Glennville. 

Through Glenville the overflow was 
terribly destructive. Many houses are 
swamped, culverts torn out and several 
streets turned into seething quagmires. 
The loss in the village is also estimated 
at $100,000. 

The street railways will suffer an im- 
mense loss, extending in varying 
grees over every portion of the city. e 
Big Consolidated will have to rebuild 
their tracks over different parts of the 
inundated east end districts and the loss 
is placed at $50,000. 

The Superior street trestle of the Little 
Consolidated is practically ruined and 
this, with other serious damage in the 
lines of the company extending way 
over on the west side, will run their loss 
way into the thousands. The officials 
of the road were not ready, however, to 
make any statement of their loss to- 
night more than that it would be un- 
usually heavy. 

The train service on all roads 
blocked from two to six hours. 

Ehart street, a short thoroughfare be- 
tween Bolton avenue and Oakdale street, 
was practically washed off the map of 
Cleveland. The large sewer in the street 
caved in, taking with it the entire street 
and the sidewalks. A number of rail-

ported. 

Deering street, which runs parallel to 
Euclid avenue, was a scene of indescrib- 
able excitement. The lower end of the 
street was completely flooded. The swirli- 
ing waters which came down from the 
heights in the resr of the Boulevard 
tore in torrents around the frame build- 
ings. The upper windows of the houses 
were filled with frightened men.and wom- 
en who were in a state approaching a 
panic. 

Today's rainfall amounted to 4.28 inches, 
the greatest in the history of local weath- 
er statistics.

News Brought by Two Returned 
Arctic Explorers, 

Chicago, September 1.—A_ dispatch to 
The Tribune from Kankakee, I}1., says 
that Walter W. Cobb and G. W. Shields, 
well known young men of Kankakee, who 
have just returned from a forty-five days’ 
trip through the Hudson bay region, bring 
back a story told by Indians of the far 
north that may relate to the missing ex- 
plorer, Andre, and one of his two com- 
panions. 

At Moose Factory, a Hudson bay trading 
post at the mouth of the Moose river, the 
seven men stationed there reported that 
a party of Indians who came down from 
the far north last spring, told of the 
finding of “tre bodies of two white men 
at a point abogt 900 miles north of Moose 
Factory. The story of the Indians was 
that the bodies were found in a broken 
basket, their description of which scem- 
eci to indicate a basket of a balloon, and 
that the bodies had been buried by In- 
dians. The Indians brought nothing in 
support of their story, but the men at 
Moose Faictory, Cobb and Shields say, 
were inclined to believe the tale,

CUBAN TRADING 


This Fact is Demonstrated by 
Figures Relating to Ex-. 
ports and Imports. 


RADICAL CHANGES SHOWN 
BY THE WAR DEPARTMENT 


Imports from United States First 
Seven Months of Year Show 
D>crease—Cuban Shipments 
Here During Same Period 
Much Larger. 


Washington, September 1.—Some fig- 
ures relating to the export and import 
trade of Cuba for the first seven months 
of this year, as compared with a sim- 
liar period last year, just published by 
the division of insular affairs, war de- 
partment, indicate that radical changes 
are going on in that trade. 

It is shown that the United States and 
other North American countries are the 
sufferers in this turn of trade. Thus, it 
is demonstrated that the exports from 
Cuba for the period mentioned this year 
were valued at $38,033,930, as against $43,- 
469,055 for the same pefiod last year, 
while the imports for the same period 
were worth $26,997,817, as against $19,955,- 
492 for the corresponding period in 1900. 

The imports from the United States 
fell off 6.4. per cent, and that of other 
North American countries 15.6 per cent. 
Cuba shipped to the United States dur- 
ing the same period 11.1 per cent more 
goods than during the preceding year, 
and to the other North American coun- 
tries 148.8 per cent more.

The preparation of months past will 
reach a splendid climax when, to the 
stirring notes of martial music from 
eight bands, 6,000 union men in gala at- 
tire will march, through, the principal 
business streets of the city to honor the 
first labor holiday in the twentieth cen- 
tury. : 

“Labor day,” says Samuel Gompers. 
the Gladstone of the lahor movement im 
America, ‘‘marks a new epoch in the an- 
nals of human history. [It differs essen- 
tially from other holidays of the year in 
any country, for it gidrifies no armed 
conflicts or battles of man’s prowess over 
man.’”’ 

Holiday in Atlanta. 

The state house offices, the state courts, 
the city offices and business houses 
throughout the city will be closed today. 
Employees in the factories and work- 
shops will cease their Mabors that they 
may participate in the celebration, while 
thousands of visitors will from other. 
cities and towns throng the streets to 
witness the parade. 

Excursions will be run on all the rail- 
roads entering Atlanta and large delega- 
tions from Augusta, Rome, Marietta, 
Dalton, Lithonia, Stone Mountain and 
other places will arrive early this morning 
to swell the crowd that is already here. 

The parade this morning bids fair to 
eclipse anything of the kind ever seén in 
the south. It will be a mammoth indus- 
trial procession. Every union in the city 
will be represented in the parade. A large 
number of floats typifying all the princi- 
pal business enterprises of Atlanta will 
prove a feature of the pageant. Many of 
the business men have given considerable 
attention to floats and some unusually 
handsome and elaborate displays are 
promised. 

The parade will be composed of eight 
large divisions and the procession will 
be more than a mile in length. Each di- 
vision will have at its head either a full 
brass band or a drum corps. There will 
be six bands and two drum corps. Every 
available musical organization in the 
state suitable for the occasion has been 
engaged, with the result that there will 
be no dearth of music while the proces- 
sion wends its way through the city. 

Prizes for Unions. 

Specially invited guests and officers of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades will oc- 
cupy carriages at the head of the parade, 
There will be twelve carriages, and these 
will compose the first division. The other 
seven divisions will be composed of the 
various labor unions and _ industrial 
floats. 

Confederate veterans will be accorded 
a special place in the procession and 
when the parade reaches Ponce de Leon 
circle they will take cars for the city and 
Grant park to witness the ceremonies at 
that place. 

Every union in the parade will endeavor 
to make as fine showing as possible, for 
splendid prizes are to be awarded the 
unions having the largest number of 
members in line, making the best uni- 
formed appearance or having the best 
float or banner. A prize of $25 is to be 
awarded the manufacturer or merchant 
having the best float in line. 

Rules for Judges. 

At a meeting of the parade prize com- 
mitpee yesterday afternoon three judges, 
whose names are withheld until after the 
parade, were selected and rules for the 
government of the contest among unions 
was prepared. The report of that com- 
mittee is as follows: 

The judges may review the parade 
from any point or points they may gse- 
lect.

Charleston, S. C., September 1.~—(Spe- 
cial.)—P. J. Conlon, of Atlanta, vice 
president of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, has arrived in 
Charleston for the purpose of trying to 
adjust the differences between the 
Southern railway ar” the Striking ma- 
chinists. He has addressed the local 
lodge, and has assured the men that 
they will be supported in the fight, which 
hé says will be won by the strikers. So 


far as the railroad is concerned, how- 
ever, the strike has already ended. Pres- 
ident Spencer and General Manager 
Gannon have made repeated statements 
to the effect that the men will not be 
allowed to return to their former posi- 
tlons under any circumstances, and in 
view of this business men of Charleston 
have advised the strikers to seek other 
positions. Many of them have accepted 
this advice, but the men still out are 
taking great hopes from the words of 
Mr. Conlon. The question, however, 
seems to rest with the railroad, so far 
as the Charleston troubles enter, and 
the ultimatum from headquarters is 
final. 

After a manner the strike here has 
beén more unique than at any other point 
along the Southern system. Because of 
the outrages by the bad element, the 
company was forced to fit up living quar- 
ters over the shops, where the non-union 
men have been living ever since coming 
here. Attempts have been made to get 
these workers out, but they have failed, 
and the regular routine goes on without 
interruption. The non-union men do not 
seem to bother with the confinement, 
which is not onl satisfactory to them, 
but was arranged at their request. 


JEFF MARSHALL LEFT LETTER. 


In It He Said He Preferred Death to 
Insanity.

veterans of Effingham, has sent out an 
invitation to all old Effingham veterans 
with whom he could get in touch, re- 
questing them to foregather at Spring- 
field. They are promised one of the 
finest times they ever enjoyed, and, so 
well do the veterans think of such prom- 
ises from Effingham, there seems little 
doubt but what that they will come from 
far and wide to accept the invitation of 
those who have not wandered from the 
old county. 

The reunion will ba a great event at 
Springfield. Preparations are even now 
beine made for it. A parade of all the 
veterans, together with the Effingham 
Hussars, will be held, and {it is also 
probable that one or two other military 
organizations will be on hand.

They were at first detailed for 
cGast defense, and the first campaign in 
which they participated was that in 
which the federals, threatening Savan- 
nah from Jacksonville. were defeated at 
Olustie, Fla., and driven back to Jack- 
sonville. The Hussars then resisted the 
march of Sherman to the sea. Upon 
Hardee’s retreat from Savannah the 
HwWSsars, as a part of the Fifth Georgia 
regiment, helped to cover his rear. The 
troop fought through South Carolina 
and North Carolina until the surrender. 

In the cornerstone of the confederate 
monument that stands in the military 
parade ground in Savannah is the muster 
roll of the Fifth Georgia cavalry. as it 
stood at the time of the surrender in 
North Carolina. D. 'B. Morgan, who was 
a trooper in the Effingham Hussars, has 
a @onv of the roll, and from it was ob- 
tained the following names of the Ef- 
fingham Hussars who surrendered at 
Hillsboro.

SENDS HIS REPORT 


Offers Recommendation For Impreve- 
ment of State Troops. 


/MORE MONEY IS NECESSARY

Thinks Appropriation Should 
Least Be Doubled—State Should 
Furnish Uniforms and 
Complete Set of Rec- 
ord Books. 


Savannah, Ga., September 1.—(Special.)— 
The reports of Colonel T. S. Wyly, Jr., 
commanding the First regiment infantry, 
Georgia state troops, was sent to the ad- 
jutant general at Atlanta yesterday. 

Besides showing the condition of the 
regiment and what has been accomplished 
during the year, Colonel Wyly offers sev- 
eral recommendations as follows: 
~ That the legislature be asked to appro- 
priate an amount for the maintenance of 
the state troops, at least twice as great as 
the appropriation made to the state by 
the general government, 

That troops be furnished service uni- 
forms at the expense of the state; also 
overcoats and blankets, and that cap bags 
be supplied for the campaign hats in lieu 
of stencilling the same. 

That each company be furnished with 
a complete set of books of record, includ- 
ing record book, first sergeant’s roll, call 
book, property books and sick report 
book, for use in camp, in addition to those 
already furnished. : 

That 38-caliber revolvers be furnished 
all officers, with a reasonable supply of 
ammunition therefor. 

That all possible encouragement be 
given the department of rifle practice. 

That the ‘“‘Georgia regulations’ be re- 
vised. 

That specimen copies of indorsements 
in general use, returns, etc., be published 
in the Georgia regulations, or in a book 
compiled for that purpose, 

That the rank ‘of regimental surgeons 
be increased to one member and two cap- 
tains. 

That two color sergeants be allotted to 
each regiment and unassigned battalion, 
in comformity with the United States 
army regulations. 

That all the Georgia state troops be 
ordered into camp at the same time, for 
a period of not less than ten days, at 
least every two years. In this way only 
can the best results be obtained...

BUTCHERS CLOSELY WATCHED 


As a Result About a Dozen Arrests 
‘Were Made — Constitutionality 
of the Recent Measure — 
Is To Be At- 
tacked.

New York, September f.—The new law 
compelling butcher shops to remain 
closed on Sunday went into effect today. 
and a fight to have the enactment de- 
clared invalid will be commenced. 

To see that the measure was properly 
enforced the Benchman’s association, 
which is the organization of the journey- 
men butchers, had men patrolling the 
streets and watching butcher shops in 
every part of the city. There were hun- 
dreds of pickets out, and as a result 
about a dozen arrests were made. In 
some instances the prisoners were fined 
from $3 to $5. in one or two they were 
Gischarged, and in two instances held 
for special sessions. 

The boss butchers, who are opposed to 
the law, have retained counsel. The at- 
torney announces that he will attack the 
constitutionality of the measure when 
the matter comes up in the court of spe- 
cial sessions. © 
_ The employing butchers, who oppose 
the law, claim it is a most arbitrary and 
‘unreasonable one, in that up to 10 o’clock 
in the morning people can buy cold 
meats and other edibles at delicatessen 
stores. They claim that the governor 
signed it under a misapprehension, think- 
ing that it was favored by the butcher 
shop proprietors as well as the journey- 
iesoghe union. The former claim that 75 
per cent of the men running meat estab- 
|lishments are opposed ‘¢n it. 


‘NINE BIG GUSHERS IN TEXAS, 


MIThey Were Brought in During the 
Past Week. 


Beaumont, Tex., September 1.—During 
thé week just closed nine gushers were 
brought in. This is decidedly the biggest 
“week in the history of the fields. During 
‘the month nineteen spouting wells were 
}completed. 

The bringing in of wells does not con- 
‘stitute all of the development, however, 
‘for several miles of pipe line have beep 
laid, a dozen large storage tanks have 
been completed and several more bave 
been begun. Not less than twenty more 
big steel tanks, having a capacity of 38,- 
‘600 gallons to 60,000 gallons, have been 
‘contracted for and ‘several of them are 
now under course of construction. On the 
whole, the month just closed has wit- 
messed a development in this field that is 
marvelous. 

The week had its tragic side in the four 
deaths resulting from the breaking loose 
mf one of the gushers. Forty-four gush- 
ers have been completeg. At a very con- 
servative estimate these wells will pro- 
‘duce a million barrels of oil within twen- 
'ty-four hours, enough to load 6,660 tank 
cars, which would make a train 50 miles 
‘Jong. The daily shipments now average

Now, there is no arguing against facts, 
and I have no doubt that the writer had 
in mind some living examples to support 
her statement; but I am both glad and 
Sorry to say that whatever the Cuban in 
the states may be doing, the Cuban on 
her native heath is very little changed 
from what she was twenty, yes, fifty or 
more years ago. I do know that there 
are some Cubans who. being educated -in 
the states and spending much time away 
from their tight little island, become 
more or less Americanized; but only for 
the time she is away from the iron rejas 
which so jealously guard the outlook on 
the world for the Cubana. I call to mind 
a charming little Cuban who during the 
war, while residing in Savannah, took 
with avidity to the bicycle, wearing the 
short skirt and trousers with satisfaction, 
who on rainy days donned: the rainy day 
skirt and tramped abroad alone with un- 
disguised pleasure. She even attended 
gatherings of both sexes without a chap- 


cort her home, going so far, to the intense 
horror of her conservative mother, as to 
accept his proffered arm. When she was 
coming away, mingled with the joy of 
returning to the old home was keen re- 
gret that she must lay aside her delight- 
ful liberty. She deliberated long about 
her bicycle, thought of offering it for sale, 
but finally compromised by crating it up 
and saying that as they expected to 
spend considerable time upon the sugar 
plantation, many miles out of Matanzas, 
she could enjoy a ride now and then 
through the flelds and grounds without 
danger of meeting the eye of disapprov- 
ing friends. The mother of this little 
senorita, though on the sunny side of 
50, educated and charming, accustomed to 
spend much time in Paris and had seen 
a good deal of the world, was as iron- 
bound in her ideas as to what was be- 
coming in a woman or girl as a Turk. She 
boasted that she had never disfigured 
her head with such an atrocious thing as 
a hat or bonnet, clung to the mantilla 
pertinaciously; that she had never set 
foot in a grocery store or inside a market 
in her life; never until her hair was gray 
had been upon the street afoot or en 
coche unattended. 

It is one of the sights of Cuba to watch 
how fixed the idea of a chaperon is in 
the minds of all classes, and at the same 
time in many cases what a poor apology 
for a chaperon they display. You will see 
@ woman 40 years of age, staid and digni- 
fied in deportment, attended by a little 
‘darky of 12 or 14 years, who steps along 
beside her mistress with all the gravity 
the situation demands. No Cuban girl of 
the better class ever goes upon the street 
alone, or even in company with friends of 
her own age except a middle-aged woman 
be of the party. It is the height of ill- 
breeding for a young lady to attend thea- 


escort. It was long before the Americans 
could be brought to believe this and upon 
more than one occasion I have known of 
young men taking serious offense having 
their offer of attendance declined with 
thanks and later meeting the senorita at 
the festival surrounded by admirers; he, 
unsophisticated youth, imagining that a 
personal slight had been intended, when 
in reality the young girl could not act 
otherwise without compromising herself 
seriously. ‘She went to the festival, it is

You never see here, as is so common 
with us, groups of young men and’ girls 
strolling in company about the parks and 
promenades, patronizing the ice cream 
and soda parlors or indulging in the hun- 
dred and one innocent amusements young 
folks delight in, particularly when un- 
trammeled by older companions. 

Always there is the mother, or aunt, 
or elderly female in evidence, and when 
a young fellow wants to treat his girl to 
any pleasure the other one of certain age 
has to be considered too. It never seems 
to occur to either sex to rebel against 
the existing order of society. 


Cuban as a rule, and while circumtances 
are forcing a more liberal line of con- 
duct in the case of those who of necessity 
have to earn their bread, it goes greatly 
against the grain,. and whcrever it is pos- 
sible: to. maintain the old conditions, it 
is done at any cost. In the case of the 
schcols, necessarily there has been more 
intimate intercourse between men and 
wonen, and in especial in the summer 
school, Where both sexes meet upon equal 
ground. An innovation the other day in 
the summer school now in session in Ta- 
con theater, was a lecture by a lady, a 
Cuban teacher who has spent most of her 
life in the states. The fact that there 
would be a jady conferencista that day 
excited people in a lively manner, though, 
as we know, lady orators and speakers are 
too common with us to need comment, 

In a recent letter I spoke of Cuban girls 
who were studying nursing in the training 
schools and in the hospitals, and I gave 
my opinion as to their adaptability as a 
class to, that profession. Events have jus- 
tified my views and likewise confirm my 
Statement that the Cuban is very slowly 
undergoing a change of manner and 
thought, if at all. Major Kean, superin- 
tendent of hospitals and charities, was 
telling me this morning that he was in 
much perplexity in regard to the training 
schools and hospitals, finding it very dif- 


ficient number of pupils. He states that 
last week in hospital No. 1 six nurses re- 
signed in a body and many pupils have 
left the schools, while it seems their 
places cannot be filled. Major Kean says 
that the priests have resolutely combat- 
ted the project of training women and 
girls for nurses from its incipiency. They 
have worked upon the delicacy and pride 
of the girls, telling them the profession 
of a nurse is a disreputable one; that no 
woman of decency could stoop to study 
and do many things required of a nurse; 
that a}l the American nurses they see 
here gre women of anything but respect- 
able Gharacter, and the poor things have 
become completely demoralized from the 
strong attack made by these men whom 
they regard with reverence. It is absurd 
to suppose that the padres really believe 
what they state in regard to the noble 
profession of a nurse, while one would 


vith deliberate lying. Major Kean says 
that he looked upon the training schools 
es a pecuiar advantage to the women of 
the iskand, not only affording them a 
means making a decent living, but 
also by their methods educating them in 
many wé@ys, that each woman graduated 
from the training school was another step 
in the advancement of Cuba. He says

I am often mused with the self-con- 
sciousness of the Cuban girls getting on 
or off the electric cars. They signa) us 
if they were afraid some one would see 
them; enter the cars with eyes cast down 
and flutter into @ Beat beside some other 
woman, even preferring to be a little 
crowded rather than take a seat too near 
the men passengers. The other morning 
as the car was being hurriedly emptied 
of occupants at the terminus, a Cuban 
girl in front of me still kept her place 
and thinking she had forgotten me, wish- 
ing to pass, I reminded her of my exist- 
ence. She apologized, but kept her seat 
until the last man had vacated the car; 
then rose and tripped deprecatingly out. 
She could not bring ‘her mind down to 
mingling with the other sex even in a 
crowd. 

This timidity, or whatever it is, is even 
found among the serving class. Resi- 
dents of Camp Columbia find it very diffi- 
cult to secure native women servants. 
Men servants in plenty and good ones, 
too, can be secured, but the women say 
they cannot consent to live in barracks; 
that there are too many soldiers abvut 
and they don’t think it reputable, ‘SBome- 
times a Spanish woman can be induced 
to hire out to an officer's family, but 
never a white Cuban, and even a colored 
one is hard to find who will consent to 
Bo where at every turn she confronts a 
soldier man. sex 

No: the Cuban woman. is not becoming 
Americanized to a perceptible extent, in 
dress, in style, in mode of thought, in 
manners, customs, language or religion 
Just one more example. The playa or 
beach at Marianag is a favorite resort for 
bathers from Havana, and while the men 
don a regulation bathing suit and strike 
out boldly at wilk in the water, the wo- 
men and girls are confined in little chicken 
coops of inclosures, where, in a species of 
mother hubbard dress, they can wade and 
splash about in water about 2 feet deep, 
effectually concealed from all eyes and as 
effectually deprived of aH the pleasures 
of a sea bath. The fact of Ameficans, 
going in indiscriminately and having 4 
good time in the waves, is too shocking 
to be spoken of. ; 

I would not have one infer from what I 
have written concerning peculiarities in 
the Cuban’s ideas of etiquette and of pro- 
priety that I would detract in the least 
from her innate goodness of heart, gen- 
tleness of temper, her many sterling good 
qualities. Cuban women are given to 
charities, to hospitality, to many noble 
and good deds. In -the pawn shops yet 
are to be found articles of value, valwable 
likewise for assoclation or something’ be- 
yond mere money’s worth, which women 
parted with not always because of per- 
sonal need, but to find means to help the 
widow and orphan, the sick and the af- 
flicted. The little points noted, just to 
show how tenacigus people, especially 
women, are upan such minor détails, 
was merely to illustrate my statement as 
to the Cuban still retaining her distinc- 
tive characteristics. Leaving out all these 
small things of no consequence in the long 
run, it would be difficult to find in any 
land a more delightful companion in her 
home than the Cuban lady, a more loy- 
ing mother, devoted wife, faithful friend, 
kind mistress. She is narrow in thought, 
as a rule not liberally educated, but she 
is a lady through and through, a noble 
woman in her unsé@élfishness, her charities, 
her amiability, and she suits the Cuban 
men. ‘When all is said and done every 
woman in her secret consciousness con- 
fesses that to this end her best efforts are 
directed, and until the end of time this 
will be so. _. §. lL.

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CZAR’S VISIT IS DISCUSSED 


President Loubet Will Greet Russia’s 
Ruler. 


DUNKIRK PLACE OF MEETING 


Strong Effort Will Be Made To Per- 
suade Nicholas To Visit 
Paria. 


—— 


Paris, September 1.—The premier, M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau, was in conference to- 
day with the minister of foreign affairs, 
M. Delcasse, and the forthcoming visit of 
the Russian emperor was discussed. 

As a result of the conference it was 
definitely decided that President Loubet, 
accompanied by members of the cabinet, 
would proceed to Dunkirk September 17 
and embark the following day on the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Cassini to meet the 
czar. 

After the landing and the luncheon in 
the hall of the chamber of commerce, 
M. Loubet and their imperial majesties 
will start immediately for Compiegne. 
September 19 will be devoted fo the re- 
view at Bethany - and to tHe visit to 
Rheims. 

It is still hoped that the czar will come 
to Paris on the morning of September 2, 
but it is more probable that he will mere- 
ly visit the environs of Compiegne and 
leave the following morning. 

There is great disappointment at Dun- 
kirk at the shortness of the czar’s stay 
there, especially as th® quay will be 
isolated from the public, who will thus 
scarcely get a glimpse of the Russian 
emperor. 

It is understood that the Russian em- 
bassy and the czar’s entoufage settled 
the details. M. Delcasse told the mayor 
of Dunkirk that it would be impossible 
to arrange for a modification of the pro- 
gramme. 


SAYS THE POLICY IS ABSURD. 


Redmond Discusses Reducing of Ire- 
land’s Representation. 
London, September 2.—John Redmond, 
member of parliament, speaking yester- 
day in Westport, Ireland, took up the 
conservative challenge and characterized 
the policy ef reducing Ireland's repre- 
sentation in parliament, as hinted at by 
Mr. Balfour and Mr. Chamberlain dur- 
ing the recent unionist demonstratiOn at 
Blenheim palace, as absurd. He stated 
that the Irish people ‘‘can absolutely dis- 
regard such threats and rely upon the 
provisions of the act of union, Which set- 

tle the question of representatidn.”’ 

Dilating upon what he called the ‘‘col- 
lapse of the parliamentary system during 
the recent session,’’ he said tt proved that 
with a little pressure the united Irish 
party could get anything they wanted.

PEACE WILL FOLLOW CAPTURE. 


Filipino Fighting Will Cease with 
Malvar’s Taking. 

Manila, September 1.—Everything points 

to the early capture or surrénder of 


Miguel Malvar, the insurgent leader. 
When either event occurs, everything will 
be favorable to the establishment of 
permanent peace. 

It is in the’ plans of the military au- 
thorities as a first step toward reducing 
the force, to make two departments in- 
stead of four, which would result in a, 
considerable saving. The headquarters of 
one department would be Manila and of 
the other Iloilo. 

Each day shows an increasing number 
of surrenders and captures in all the dis- 
affected districts. Later accounts of the 
recent engagement in Batangas province 
between Captain H. C. Hale, with a de- 
tachment of the Twentieth infantry, and 
the insurgent leader, Gonzales, show 
that ft was more important than it was 
at first considered. 

Many deserters and renegades were 
seen and heard giving commands in Eng- 
lish. Colonel Gracias, two officers and 
fifty men were killed after an engage- 
ment lasting three hours. 

Tomorrow Dr. Pardo de Tarvara, Bent- 
to Legardo and Jose Luzuragia will take 
the oath of office as members of the 
Philippine’ commission. The American 
members with their secretaries have been 
assigned to the following administrative 
departments: 

Mr. Worcester, department of the in- 
terior; Mr. Wright, department of com- 
merce and police; Mr. Ide, department of 
finance and justice, and Mr. Moses, de- 
partment of public instruction. The com- 
mission is considering the advisability of 
abolishing the income tax and of making 
other changes in internal revenue. 

Two new political parties are in process 
of formation, Senor Paterno heading one 
and Senor Pubab the other. soth favor 
the ultimate independence of the Philip- 
pines. 

Senor Paterno proposes that the mem- 
bers of the congressional party who came 
on the transport McClellan to examine 
into tie general administration of affairs 
in the Philippines be awarded medals, 
bearing on one side the features of the 
Goddess of Liberty and on the other the 
inscription ‘“‘Home Rule for the Philip- 
pines.’’

STRIKE 1S OVER, 


HICKEY ASSERTS 


Says Attitude of Steel Corpo- 
ration Was Misrepresented 


SHAFFER ROUNDLY SCORED 


Charges Shaffer Refused Morgan’s 
Offer To Try Scale in Four 
Mills with Promise of All 
Others if Faith Was 
Kept. 


Milwaukee, Wis.. September 1.—Charges 
that the national officers of the Amal- 
}famated association had misrepresented 
the attitude of the United States Steel 
Corporation toward organized labor, in 
order to get the members of the associa- 
tion out on strike, were made by former 
Vice President Hickey at a meeting of 
the Bay View lodge today. 

In a cool, unimpassioned manner Mr. 
Hickey gave the members of the lodge 
the result of his recent trip to Pittsburg, 
where he went to investigate the situa- 
ticn in regard to the steel strike. The 
situation, as summed up by Mr.. Hickey, 
is that it may take years to repair the 
damage to the association which has al- 
ready -been done. 

The strike is practically lost, he said, 
as 72 per cent of the mills are working. 
Mr. Hickey made no recommendation 
to the lodge as to its future action. but 
it is believed that his speech may cause 
a change in sentiment, not only in Bav 
View, but in other places in the fourth 
district. 

Nearly all the members of the lodge 
were present when the meeting was 
called to order. President Joseph Red- 
cern, of the local lodge, presided. 

Mr. Hickey opened his remarks with a 
review of the conferences with the rep- 
resentatives of the United States Steel 
Corporation, preceding the strike, in 
which he stated that Messrs. Morgan 
and Schwah outlined their policy toward 
organized labor. Mr. Hickey went into 
these details to show that Secretary 
Tighe and President Shaffer had misrep- 
resented the facts when they appealed 
to the members of the association to 
strike, on the’ ground that the steel cor- 
poration was determined to crush organ- 
ization and ruin the Amalgamated as- 
sociation. 

He maintained that the proposition of- 
fered by Mr. Morgan had. been eminently 
fair and should have been accepted right 
there by President Shaffer if he had had 
the interests of his fellow-workers§ at 
heart. 

Mr. Hickey reported that 72 ver cent 
of the mills now are working and that 
in his opinion the strike is practically 
lost. 

“I obtained these facts from a man 
high in office in the east.’’ said Mr. 
Hickey, ‘‘who was present at the con- 
ference. and afterwards confirmed the 
statements through members of the ex- 
ecutive board. Judge Gary, former pres- 
ident of the Federal Steel Company. was 
present at the conference, and he is now 
a high official of the United States Steel 
Corporation. He himself, I am informed, 
was in favor of signing the scale for all 
the mills in the combine, but this did 
not meet with the approval of Mr. 
Schwab, who thought it too radical a 
move. Mr. Morgan then offered Shaffer 
four additional mills for which he was 
willing to sign the scale as an experi- 
ment, and then he told Mr. Shaffer that 
if the organization kept faith in these 
four mills, and lived up to the agree- 
ment, he would pledge his word that in 
two vears every mill in the combine 
would be included in the contract with 
the Amalgamated. 

“This was the most reasonable propo- 
sition that has ever been made to the 
association, and it was clearly the duty 
of President Shaffer to have accepted it 
then and there. But instead of doing 
this, he turned it down flatly in a speech 
in which he said that alt must be signed 
for—all or none. He anparently wished 
t> impress the steel officials with the be- 
lief that the associatfon would compel 
them to sign for all, whether’ they 
wished to or not. The representatives 
of the corporation, however. would not 
be forced or -dictated to in this manner, 
and then’broke off the conference. 

“Since that time there has been no 
conference or offer of a compromise, 
and the nearest anyone representing the 
association has been able to get-to a. 
Morgan or Mr. Schwab has been’ by Ps 
distance telephone to their private s¢c- 
retaries.”’ 3 / 

Mr. Hickey accused President Shaffer 
of having printed a constitutiOn of the 
Amalgamated association, in which three 
important clauses were eliminated. He 
said Mr. Shaffer assumed an attitude of 
defiance during the Pittsburg conference 
last week and had little to say in answer 
to questions put to him. The other mem- 
bers of the executive board, however, 
seemed to be in accord with Mr. Shaf- 
fer’'s views. 

Strikers Steal a March. 


The strikers stole a march on the man- 
ager of the Star tin plant at about mid- 
night and took from him nine of a party 
of twelve ‘non-unijonists being taken to 
the mill. 

The men arrived over the Pennsyivania 
railroad from Philadelphia tonight and 
were taken in a "bus to the mill at 
Twelfth street. After the vehicle left the 
station it was surrounded by a crowd of 
350 ‘strikers. 

Stones and vile epithets were hurled at 
the newcomers, and in spite of the ef- 
forts of the driver of the ‘bus to speed 
his team, the strikers reached the mill 
ahead of the non-unionists, completely 
overpowered the two lone policemen sta- 
tioned there and literally carried off nine 
of the men and lodged them in a hotel on 
Liberty avenue, the other three being 
pulled into the mill yard by the com- 
pany people. 


VERY FEW ATTEND MEETING 


Fifty Labor Unionists Assemble at 
South Chicago. 

Chicago, Septeinber 1.—Not over fifty 
men attended the meeting tonight called 
by the steel workers at South Chicago to 
explain to the other labor unions the rea- 
son why they refused to obey the orders 
of President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
essociaticn. The Iron Molders’ and 
Horseshoers’ unions were the only out- 
side organizations that sent representa- 
tives to the meeting, although all the 
labor unions in Chicago had received in- 
vitations. 

The meeting lasted for several hours 
and President Shaffer came in for criti- 
cism from a number of the speakers.

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FRANCIS NOT YET CAPTURED 


Alleged Murderer of Miss Henderson 
Still at Large. 


THE WRONG MAN WAS TAKEN 


It Is Believed That Francis Is No 
Longer in Vicinity of John- 
son County. 


Kansas City, September 1.—‘‘Bossic”’ 
Francis, the alleged murderer of Miss 
Mary Henderson, at Columbus, Mo., last 
Tuesday, has not yet been apprehended, 
and many people believe that he is no 
longer in the vicinity of Johnson county. 

There is no conclusive evidence that the 
man whom the posse was after last night 
near Straussburg and Pleasant Hill was 
Francis. The only persons wif saw him 
were some section hands and today they 
told Deputy Sheriff Temple that they saw 
a man running from the railroad tracks 
to the woods, but they could not tell 
whether he was a negro ora white man. 

A negro was taken off a freight train 
at Harrisonville last last night, bat he 
was not the man wanted. Sheriff Koch. 
at Warrensburg, was today notified that 
a negro was arrested early this morning 
at Clinton, Mo., and a photograph of the 
prisoner will be sent to the sheriff for 
identification. 

No effort was made to find Francis in 
Johnson county today. He is believed to 
be in Cass or Henry counties and a few 
armed men are searching for him in those 
counties. Posses left Pleasant hill and 
Lees Summit this afternoon to prosecute 
the search between those. towns as thev 
had heard that a negro answering the de- 
scription of Francis had been seen in that 
neighborhood today.

The 
box contained about $150. 

Simms says he believes that burglars 
entered thé house and after searching 
below stairs asceiied to the attic and 
tried to rob Scott and Stevens; that one 
of them was awakened and that the 
burglar used the knife. Scott came from 
Baltimore, Md., and _ Stevens fron 
Peftrsburg, Va. Simms is from this city.

making fine fabrics. The big mills at 
Alabama City and Cordova, Ala.; are 
examples, and there is another like 
mill at West Point, Ga. All of these 
three plants are owned by great cot- 
ton corporations in Massachusetts or 
New Hampshire, and there are others. 

This agrees with previous declara- 
tians made by The Constitution. The 
mill investor of the future will locate 
his plant at the point where all ad- 
vantages center. He will not under- 
take the freightage of his raw materia!

In the sim- 
pler states of society, this supreme end 
is accomplished in some rude, but rea- 
sonably effective way; but with the ad- 
vance of civilization the theory is lost 
through the interplay of a thousand com- 
plex interests, and recourse is finally had 
to some scheme, like heredity, which 
achieves its purpose by the merest 
chance. 
. Nevertheless, the fundamental concep- 
tion of aristocracy lies behind all forms of 
government, and more especially behind 
all efforts of masses of men to govern 
themselves. Through all the ages the 
race has battled for the rule df the best,. 
and our modern democracy merely stands 
for the desire to reach the shining goal 
by a particular road. The highest prod- 
uct of republican institutions is the aris- 
tocrat—born of the humblest paren®age 
perhaps, or, it may be, looking back upon 
a splendid lineage, as our own Lee was 
privileged to do. In either event, char- 
acter is the supreme thing. It is the man 
who looks neither yp nor down, but 
straight ahead, that makes communities 
great and keeps them so. Constancy and 
courage, veracity and inflexible resolve 
—these are aristocracy’s true notes the 
world over. 

This brand of aristocrat need be at 
no expense for genealogy—all he re- 
quires is to show his ability to get in 
front of the other fellow. The man 
in the front seat is an aristocrat, be- 
cause he got there first. - 


Playing with the Fire. 


The growth of irreligious sentiment 
throughout the United States, under 
the influence of which both statute 
and moral law are defied, is becoming 
a menace to the fireside. 

There has been recorded in Wiscon- 
sin a marriage settlement in which 
the principals are represented as be- 
longing to the better class, in which 
this paragraph occurs: 

I will live within my income and en-

Emperor William and German-Amer- 
icans. 


Emperor William is said to look 
with very little favor upon the pro- 
posed visit of the delegation of 
German-~Americans to Berlin to urge 
upon the government the claims of 
the St. Louis exposition. 

In justice to Emperor William it 
must be admitted that his reasons for 
this attitude are not altogether bad 
ones. He dislikes the term, ‘“German- 
Americans,” because of the hyphen- 
ated citizenship which it implies, and 


he says that if the delegation is sent ‘ 


over he will receive the members not 
as. German-Americans, but simply as 
Americans, regardless of any former 
connection which they may have had 
with the Fatherland. He takes the 
position that when they renounced al- 
legiance to the home government and 
acquired citizenship in the United 
States they ceased to be Germans and 
became Americans, and that to call 
them German-Americans is simply to 
make use of an absurd compound 
which the facts of the case do not jus- 
tify. 
This unreserved expression of opin-

they strongly tatiimated that better results. 
might be accomplished a oles na- 


tive born Americans to Berlin than by 
sending German-Americans. For deep- 
er than his objection to the term 
which implies divided allegiance is the 
resentment which he naturally feeis 
over the loss which the empire has 
sustained in the exodus of Germans to 
the United States, and so far from 
being favorably inclined toward the St. 
Louis exposition by reason of the im- 
portunities of German-Americans he 
is more than apt to be prejudiced 
against it because of the mistaken 
policy of approaching him in this man- 
ner. 

Emperor William is not to be cajoled 
or flattered into doing anything which 
is not in accordan¢e with his royal 
inclinations, and considering the stub- 
bornness which underlies his imperial 
coronet it is best to deal with him cau- 
tiously unless the end which is aimed 
at is failure.

Anything for an Excuse. 

The pending uncertainty of negro 
life in the south enables The Times, 
of Philadelphia, to say: 

A few years ago a great part of the 
state of Kentucky was thrown into a con- 
dition bordering on anarchy by the antsg- 
onism of the peopie in the rural sections 
to the exactions of the turnpike com)ya- 
nies. There is now a similar outbreak in 
the neighboring 3ta‘e of ‘Tennessee where 
the opponents of .he turnpikes are bicw- 
ing up the bridges with dynamite, The 
defiance of law is contagious, and no sem- 
blance of its orderly administration will 
be left if the lynehing habit is not coun 
put an end to.

Colonel Killebrew’s Work. 

The work of Colonel J. B. Killebrew 
in the presentation of the natural re- 
sources of the south deserves hearty 
recognition. By this means he is giv- 
ing to the world facts and figures 
which must exercise a potential effect 
on the investments of the future. 

Colonel Killebrew declares that there 
are 125 articles in which the south 
could be agriculturally successful; 
that if all the varieties of vegetable 
products grown on the earth were de- 
stroyed except those that may be 
brought to maturity in the southern 
states, mankind would scarcely miss 
them. The development of the wheat 
and corn areas he looks upon as prom- 
ising of huge results. “It is not ex- 
travagant,” says Colonel Killebrew— 
to say that the states of Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama 
and Georgia could easily grow as much 
corn as is now produced in the United 
States without restricting the area given 
to cotton and tobacco. 

But allowing that the quantity of stand- 
ard crops of grain in the whole country 
could not be duplicated in the south, there 
are crops peculiar to that section which, 
added to the other crops, could easily be 
made to equal in money value all the 
grain crops now made in the United States 
as well as other crops. The cotton crop 
of 1900, including seed, was valued at $535,- 
000,000. This could be increased many fold; 
so could the sugar and rice crop. Indeed, 
with anything like intensive farming, the 
present cotton crop could be easily grown 
in the state of Texas,- which now pro- 
duces one-fourth the crop. 

The tobacco crop of the United States 
will average nearly 500,000,000 pounds. This 
erop could be duplicated many times upon 
one-tenth of the unimproved lands of the 
south, 

The rice crop at present grown in the 
south {is 136,990,720 pounds, estimated to 
be worth $10,000,000. This is one of the 
growing agricultural industries of the 
south, 

Kstimating the combined value of 
all the farm products of the United 
States, the south could produce cotton 
alone, whenever the demand calls for 
it, sufficient to offset this great sum.

‘“Tillmanism”’ in South Carolina. 
{From The Charleston News and Courier) 

The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record 
recently made an earnest protest against 
the “unwarranted attacks on capital and 
corporations” alleged to have been made 
upon them in the south and appealed to 
the people of the south for fair treatment 
for all who become interested in the tn- 
dustrial development of this part of the 
country, Every intelligent man in the 
south closely connected with business in- 
terests, it says, knows that the agitation 
there against corporations and railroads 
and capitalists has proved to be a very se- 
rious hindrance to the work of southern 
upbuilding. He Knows that capital has 
been less ready to go south than it would 
have been had there never come to that 
section the curse that in South Carolina 
is known as “Tillmanism’”’ and in Texas 
as “Hoggism.’’ These ‘“‘isms’’ have repre- 
sented the fight of the demagogic poli- 
ticilan against the conservative upbuilding 
interests that have been striving to de- 
velop the employment-creating resources 
of the southern states. 

The New York Commercial has been im- 
pressed by the statements of The Record 
and expresses its admiration in these 
words: ‘It sometimes requires a good deal 
of courage to send the truth home so 


‘bluntly. But The Record is in an excep- 


tionally strong position when its essays to 
fire this shot,” etc., etc. As matter ot 
fact, it did not require the least courage 
for The Recordto ‘‘fire this shot,’’ and 
while it may be true that ‘‘Tillmanism” 
has operated against the industrial deve}- 
opment of this state, it is nevertheless 
true that the most active period in the 
manufacturing and industrial develop- 
ment of South Carolina has. been con- 
temporaneous with the appearance of Till- 
man as the controlling political force in 
this state, We have prospered in spite of 
Tillmanism, perhaps, but we have pros- 
pered amazingly—how much better we 
should have done had the conditions been 
otherwise is only a question for idle spec- 
ulation. There is no doubt that he nas

exercised a malign {influence ‘ upon the 
public sentiment of this state and that, 
through his intemperate utterances on the 
stump and platform, he has brought 
shame upon the commonwealth which 
has done s0\much to honor him. He has 
destroyed the liquor traffic of the cities 
by building up a great state machine 
for the control of the whisky business and 
as far as possible through this machine 
the polities of the state, he has inflicted 
great injury upon the phosphate mining 
industry of the state, and he has done 
many things for which he should never 
be and will never be, for- 
given; but our commercial contem- 
poraries judge men and movements by 
results afid they must admit that in spite 
of “Tillmanism,” let us say, “the em- 
ployment-creating resources” of South 
Caroling have been remarkably well de- 
veloped during the ascendancy of Tillman 
in this state. 

Tillman was elected governor of South 
Carolina in 1890 and since that time he has 
been the controlling force in this state. 
“Since 1890," says The Columbia State in 
its splendid industrial art edition, ‘South 
Carolina has gotten richer by over $30,- 
000,000. In other words, the property on 
the tax books has advanced from $150,602,- 
451 to $180,717,033; and the latter figure does 
not include $2,312,700, the accumulated val- 
uation of the Cheraw and Darlington rail- 
road for ten years, during which time 
that road has not been on the tax books. 
The development of railroad properties 
and the growth of railroads in this state 
has Kept pace with the march of progress 
in other directions.’”’ In the decade of 1889- 
1899 the increase in the railroad mileage 
of thé state was 647 miles, and the work 
of developing this ‘‘employment-creating”’ 


‘resource has not stopped—183 miles of new 


road having been built in 1900, and since 
the first of the present year the construc- 
tion of 131 miles of new road has been un- 
dertaken. Besides the steam railroad con- 
struction there has been a great develop- 
ment of electric railroad building in the 
state, some millions of outside capital 
having been invested in this work. 

During the last twenty years the devel- 
opment of our cotton. manufacturing Iin- 
dustry has been without parallel in the 
history of this country. Twenty years 
ago there were 18 cotton mills in South 
Carolina, with 95,530 spindles; there are 
now 186 mills, with 2,249,709 spindles, and 
the fargest development of this industry 
has taken place during the last ten years, 
In the Jast two years 42 cotton mills have 
been @hartered by the state and 30 of the 
old mills have been enlarged. The capi- 
tal invested in these mills aggregates $13,- 
499,000, and there is.a good deal of north- 
ern @apital invested in the mills of this 
staté, Ten years ago Columbia had $100,- 
000 invested in one cotton mill; today it 
has six mills, with an aggregate capitali- 
zation of $4,150,000, Ten years ago Colum- 
bia had but a horse car line, with only 4 
miles of track; today it has ‘‘one of the 
best and most complete systems in the 
south,” with 13% miles of track and power 
available for the almost indefinite exten- 
sioméf the system. Next to Charleston, 
ColiffM™bia has suffered more from “Till- 
manism’’ than any other town in the 
state, and yet there has been a steady 
develépment of its industrial life until it 
is now one of the most thriving towns in 
the country. 

We do not know how much capital 
would have come to the south if it had 
not been for ‘“‘Tillmanism”’ in South Car- 
olina and ‘‘Hoggism’’ in Texas, but we 
do know that South Carolina and Texas 
are the most prosperous states in the 
south. The statement of The New York 
Commercial that The Baltimore Mann- 
facturers’ Record “has been the firm 
friend and defender of the south from the 
very first "hour of its establishment,” is 
true in a way; but our Baltimore contem- 
porary has been devoting so much of its 
taleng lately to political work that it has 
neglected somewhat its industrial mis- 
sion. We should be ungratefyl, indeed, 
if we failed to appreciate all the kind 
things it has said about the south, but 
in its attempts to convert the south to 
the adoption of republiean polictes it does 
the south injury by. trying to make it ap- 
pear that the demagogic politician has 
prevented the development of our ‘‘em- 
ployment-creating resources.” How does 
it happen that there were no very active 
efforts on the part of northern capitalists 
to invest in the industries of this state 
during the fourteen years from 1876 to 
1890 before there was anything like “Tili- 
manism’”’ in this state? 


Capitalizing False Hopes. 
(From The Philadelphia Times.) 

A few years ago, when the period of 
company-promoting on a great scale be- 
gan, after the lapse of a few years of 
rest and recupération made necessary by 
the last big ‘‘boom,’’ many warnings were 
uttered, but the movement continued to 
spread. It was predicted that a reckon- 
ing day would soon come, but the public 
avidity for investments of all kinds was 
so great that combinations could be cre- 
ated without selling mortgages or bonds. 
In many cases even the preferred stock 
was made non-cumulative, and yet it con- 
tinued to find ready buyers. It actually 
appeared as if the people wanted no se- 
curity for their money except the fanci- 
fully engraved stock certificates. We 
have hot yet passed through this craze, 
and the reason why we have not had a 
great crash before this and are still not 
threatened seriously with collapse is be- 
cause the companies have no fixed inter- 
est charges. *There is no creditor who 
can press legally for a settlement and 
push the corporation to the wall, so that 
even with gross mismanagement the conm- 
pany is promised a prolonged career. 

We began to capitalize hopes and de- 
sires in 1897. We combined the com- 
panies ahd then combined the combines. 
We watered the stock, and then watered 
it again until In many cases a million 
of outstanding papers represents a bare 
ten thousand dollars’ worth. What at 
first occasioned anxiety and alarm is now 
accepted as an every-day performance, 
and the countfy still lives and floats on 
the prosperous wave.

Something To Remember. 
(From The Nashville American.) 

Tt is pertinent to remind our northern 
friends that the mob spirit is not sec- 
tional. Nor is antipathy tothe negro 
bounded by geographical lines. Within 
the last twelve months a negro boy was 
burned {fn Colorado; a negro man was 
burned in Indiana; a city hall burned and 
several persons injured as a result of 
a mob’s efforts to lynch a negro tn Ohio: 
a negro was burned in Kansas while wo- 
men and children looked on: mobs waged 
a crusade against negroes in the Indian 
Territory and attempted to drive them 
from the territory, the war against them 
being checked by the inference of 
federal officers; in Missouri, near the 
Kansas line, two negroes were lynched 
and a third burned for being merely sus- 
pected of crime, and many negroes were 
driven from their homes and their houses 
burned. Negroes have been driven away 
from mines in Illinois; they have been 
lynched in New York and Pennsylvania, 
in Ohio and Indiana, in Kansas and Col- 
orado, and in other states ontside of the 
south. Only a few nights ago there was 
a clash between whites and blacks at 
Camden, N. J.; and an effort to drive all 
the negroes from the town. In Ifidtan- 
apolis last Sunday negro men and wonten 
were assaulted by a white mob, not for 
any crime they had committed, but sim- 
ply because of their presence in a public 
park. 

In all of the states and cities named the 
negro population is very small. In the 
south it is very large, in some states be- 
ing in excess of the white population. 
We do not doubt that if any state, east, 
north or west, had as large a negro pvopu- 
lation in proportion to whites as that of 
any southern state, there would be more 
friction between the races and more law- 
lessnesg than there are in any southern 
state. Let our northern critics be fair 
and truthful and just. The truth is bad 
enough. . 

Direct Verdict Best. 
(From The Baltimore American.) 

Mulcting the county or assessing dam- 
ages against the recreant officers who 
permit the fllegal execution of the culprit 
and other more or less ingenious devices 
have been tried as antidotes for the great 
evil. But here again juries have barred 
the way. The juryman who was asked to 
fine his own county treasurer was per- 
haps a taxpayer himself or a sympathizer 
with mob methods. The Alabama case 
Sets a precedent and a most valuable one.

He imagines to him- 
self the mill owners threatening their 
men and, moved by the imaginary pic- 
ture, he flies to the suceor of the opera- 
tives—who were not aware, until he told 
them, that they needed his assistance— 
and proceeds to threaten the employers 
and hector it over them, according to 
his custom. At least that is the way it 
looks. His justification, or lack of it, in 
this matter depends wholly, as has been 
said above, upon the facts. If the coer- 
cion of which he talks is being practiced 
or threatened, then he is warranted in 
his course, if it is not, then he is dis- 
turbine friendly relations gratuitously.

A Rush for Pigs’ Feet. 
AFrom The Chaflotte Observer.) 
The two or three hundred colored ex- 
cursionists from Greensboro, who came 
to this city Monday, remained at the 
Southern passenger depot an hour or so 
just before their departure for home 
that night. What they did to pigs’ feet 
in that space of time was—profuse. Sev- 
eral enterprising countrymen had loads 
of watermelons at the station and it is 
likely that they would have done a big 
business if Ed Gresham, of the Gresham 
eating house, hadn't knocked a hole in 
a barrel of pigs’ feet and flaunted his 
wares before the eves of the dusky trav- 

elers. 

The pigs’ feet won in a rush. Prob- 
ably a hundred of the excursionists had 
boarded their cars, which were on the 
side track, ,but at the brave display of 
hog they came to the earth and stamped- 
ed on the pork counter. 

For more_than an hour the scene at 
the depot beggared description. As one 
of the hotel porters described it, “every 
nigger wore a pig foot in his mouth.” 
At the end of the picnic Mr. Gresham 
found that he had sold five barrels of 
feet, or exactly 3,080 half pigs’ feet. For 
these he was paid $154. 

Yesterday ‘merning it seemed that the 
premisés of the Southern depot had .beén 
converted into a boneyard. From the coal 
chute to the waiting room there were re- 
mains of the feast—feet of slain porkers. 
An enterprising employee of the South- 
ern—not Mr. Springs Steele—objected to 
the waste of bones, got a wheelbarrow 
and in a few minutes collected two heap- 
ing barrows full of feet. And still the 
bleak bones of pigs shine bright under 
the glare of the electric light at the 
Southern yard. 


What People Eat. 


The ancient Israelites ate locusts, fried 
in oil, and many modern travelers in 
Africa have pronounced well cooked lo- 
custs to be both succulent and nourish- 
ing, with something of the taste of boiled 
eggs. The old great philosopher, Socra- 
tes, who knew several things, considered 
a dish of well cooked grasshoppers to he 
more toothsome than quail on toast, and 
the French army in Algiers found that 
grasshoppers, simply boiled in salt wa- 
ter, were not only good eating, but a 
valuable addition to army diet, and the 
old campaigners cafried the custom 
back home with them, so that today 
grasshoppers are valued in many French 
provinces as an article of food. In Polt- 
tiers, France, the children catch grass- 
hoppers in the figlds and eat their legs 
raw. y 

The natives on Lake Nyassa, Africa, 
catch in nets a small fly called the koungo, 
and make cakes of them. They are said 
to have the taste of caviar. In many 
of the South sea islands spiders are ¢the 
chief table delicacy. In portions of Cen- 
tral and South America caterpillafs are 
a choice titbit and have been approved 
by some travelers who have tasted them. 

The French bon vivant enjoys his dish 


'of snails and in many French country 


districts a cricket called the cockchafer 
is regarded as excellent food. In fact, a 
resolution once, offered in the French 
senate, to provide funds for the destruc- 
tion of the cockchafer because of its 
injury to vegetation in certain seasons, 
met with strong opposition from many 
learned senators because of its value to 
the people as a foodgproduct. 

The palm worm of India, a white, oily 
insect, about three inches in length, Is 
considered a delicacy by the natives, 
whether eaten raw or cooked in various 
ways. It is sometimes united with flour 
and made into cakes, or its oil is ex- 
tracted and used as the base of gravy 
and sauces as an appetizer with other 
food. products. The white ant of India 
and Africa, fried in butter, is also a 
choice article of food. In Australia the 
jarvae of the horned caterpiliar are reg- 
ularly sought.for food. They are found . 
in decaying trees and have a value and 
flavor, according to the species of tree 
they have been taken from. The na- 
tives eat them raw, but the civilized 
tribes prefer them fried. We can imag- 
ine the lady of the family, with her 
market basket, dickering for her favor- 
ite brand of caterpillar eggs. 

Any one curious on the subject of in- 
sects regarded by mankind as edible will 
enjoy the book recently published by M. 
Daguin, the celebrated entomelogist, and 
form his conclusions from it as to wheth- 
er, after all, eating is nag much a matter 
of prejudice. a

q Working Men, 


SAYS THAT WORK IS DIVINE 


The Ideal Workman Will Be a Chris- 
tian, He Declares, Because Re- 
ligion Offers the Sympathy 
for Which the World 


he! Hungers. 


“The world today is in the throes of 
a mighty conflict—a conflict between 
capital and labor—and the gospel of 
Jesus Christ is the only thing that can 
solve the problem,” declared. Rev. John 
E. White last evening at the Seconi 
Baptist church during the delivery of an 
eloquent sermon addresse4 particularly to 
working men. 

The subject of his discourse, deliv- 
ered on the very eve of Labor day. was 
“The Ideal Working Man.”’ Dr. White 
handled his theme in a forceful manner 
and brought out clearly every vital point 
sought to be impressed upon his hearers. 

congregation was one which filled 
the church and included some of the well 
known labor ieaders of Atlanta and their 
wives, 

The text of the sermon was: “Is not 
this the carpenter, the son of Mary, the 
brother of James and Joses, and of Juf$a 
and Simon? And are not his sisters here 
with us? And they were .offended at 
him.”"—Mark iv, 38. : 

Among other things, Dr. White said it 
Was no accident that Christ was a car- 
penter, and that He had been born of a 
Carpenter’s wife. He could have been 
Dorn of royal parents, but the Almighty 
had a purpose in having His Son come 
of humble people, said the speaker. 

“If the words of the gospel mean any- 
thing,” said he, “then Christ brings us 
the message that work is divine. Every 
man who is doing an honest work is a 
colaborer with God. The miner who 
delves into the earth and brings forth the 
treasures that God has placed there for 
the use of His people is’ working with 
the Almighty in the interest of man. 
‘The farmer who tills the soil, the ma- 
chinist and the carpenter, are all la- 
borers with the Lord.” , 

He then went on to say that there 
were those who, in labor journals and 
in labor councils, whose purpose it seem- 
ed to be to divide the working man and 
the church. He said these-latter day 
Pharisees were declaring that Christian- 
ity was not the working man’s religion. 
“But,”’ said he, “in the name of Christ, 
the carpenter, I deny it.”’ 

“The ideal working man,” he contin- 
ued, “will be a Christian, for in Christ 
there is that divine human sympathy 
for which the whole world hungers. The 
one great cry that comes from the world 
is for sympathy, and the voice of Christ 
is the only one that can answer that 
cry. 

¥ you want sympathy? Then you'll 
find it in Christ. You’ll find more sym- 
pathy there than in the councils of all 
» brotherhoods.” 

“ Regarding the existing troubles between 

capital and labor, Dr. White said that 
his advice to the capitalists would be 
to send missionarfes to the laboring 
men, and to the working people to send 
missionaries to the capitalists.

MANY APPEALS ARE MADE TO 
GOV. CANDLER FOR PENSIONS

As a visitor entered the office of Gov- 
ernor Candler the other day, he found 
the governor coming out. 

“I am just going to the pension com- 
missioner’s office for a minute and will 
be right back,’’ the governor said, and 
asked the visitor to have a seat, 

When the governor returned he casual- 
ly referred to the object of his visit to 
Commissioner Lindsey's office. 

“I have just received a letter from a 

he said, “teiling 
me that her application for a pension 
has been rejected and appealing to me 
to secure a pension for her. I went to 
see Commissioner Lindsey in order to 
find out the status of her case, as I al- 
ways do, and as is always the case, I find 
that I can do nothing for her. 
“In this case it happens that the appli- 
cant has not received a pension for two 
reasons. In the first place she comés 
under the new class of widows provided 
for by the last legislature, and so far 
there has been no money in the treas- 
ury with which to pay these pensions. 
In the next place her application does 
not come within the requirements of the 
law and she could not get the pension 
even if the money were on hand.” 

The foregoing is only a sample of the 
petitions and appeals for pensions that 
the governor receives almost every day, 
and in practically every case about the 


only reason given why the pensiqn should 
be paid is “I need it.” 

*‘Poor souls,’’ remarked the governor. 
“I have no doubt they need it. There 


are many of them who need it, but there- 


is no power vested in me to aid them.”’ 

The majority of those who write the 
governor asking for pensions look upon 
him as a sort of supreme court who can 
overrule anything or anybody who stances 
in the way of their getting a pension. 
They seem to think that when they are 
turned down by the pension commissioner, 
no matter what the legal defects of 
their applications, the governor can put 
the matter right, order their names on 
the pension rolls and see that they get 
the money. 

Of course all this is in error. When 
Pension Commissioner Lindsey passes on 
& case and rejects an application be- 
cause it does not confgrm to the law, that 
is the end of it. The commissioner is 
bound by the law, which is specific, and 
when he passes on an application in ac- 
cordance with the law, there is no appeal 
from his decision. Neither the governor 
nor the supreme court nor anybody elge 
has power or authority to alter it. 

In spite of these facts there is not one 
such appeal made to the governor but 
that it receives a courteous reply, and 
he expresses regret that he is unable to 
do anything toward getting a pension for 
the applicant. 

This is only one of a numerous class 
of petitions that come in the governor's 
mail daily—petitions in which he is equal- 
ly powerless to act, because there is no 
law authorizing him to do so.

AFTER SHERIFFS 


State of Florida After One 
and North Carolina Wants 
Another. 


KIDNAPING IS THE CHARGE 
BROUGHT AGAINST THEM 


Both Arrested Alleged Criminals in 
Neighboring States Without 
Requisition Papers—Gov- 
ernor Is Given Details 
of the Cages. ° 


Two states bordering on Georgia are 
after Georgia sheriffs, and Governor 
Candler expects within a few days to 
receive requisitions demanding the pres- 
ence of these sheriffs within the borders 
of the states in question. 

Sheriff J. L. Passmore, of Lowndes 
county, is wanted in Florida, and Sheriff 
Lovingood, of Fannin county, is wanted 
in North Carolina. The charges against 


each of these sheriffs are practically the 
same—arresting a defendant within the 
boundartes of a foreign state without 
due process of law, which {s denomi- 
nated kidnaping. - 

It is considered that it is quite a coin- 
cidence that two cases of the same kind 
should have come up within the last 
two or three days. 


Is. Wanted-in Florida. 
Perhaps the most interesting of the 
two cases is that of the Lowndes coun- 


ty sheriff. who is wanted in Florida. and 
for whom requisition will doubtless be 
made within a few days. 

A short time ago a man named mm, <<. 
Young committed some crime in Lowndes 
county and went across the line into 
Florida. Sheriff Passmore sent his Geor- 
gia warrant to the sheriff of Suwanee 
county, Florida, and the latter. tn ac- 
cordance with the laws of that state, 
Swore out another warrant before a 
Florida justice. Young was arrested on 
the Florida warrar: and put in fail. 
Sheriff Passmore went after him. 

According to Sheriff Passmore, Young 
censented to return to Georgia without 
a requisition, provided he was not hand- 
cuffed. Sheriff Passmore refused to take 
him without the handcuffs. Then Young 
gav- in and agreed to wear the cuffs. 

Wrote to Governor Jennings. 

After being brought back to Georgla, 
it {s stated. Young wrote to the gOV- 
ernor of Florida, stating that he had 
been brought to Georgia against his will 
and that he had been badly treated by 
the Georgia sheriff. While all this was 
going on a requisition for Young had 
been forwarded to the governor of Flor- 
ida from Governor Candler’s office. and 
it is stated that the governor of Florida 
refused to honor this requisition. 

Now, {it is understood, Governor Jen- 
nings has suspended the sheriff of Su- 
wanee county. Florida. for letting the 
Georgia sheriff have his man, and is 
preparing to send a requisition to Gov- 
ernor Candler for Sheriff Passmore on 
the charge of kidnaping. 

Sheriff Passmore has written to Gov- 
ernor Candler setting forth these circum- 
Stances and asking that the governor 
withhold any action in the case. should 
a requisition come, until he can be given 
a hearing. So far Governor Candler 
has heard nothing from the Florida au- 
thorities. with regard -to the case. 


The Fannin County Case. 


The case of Sheriff Lovingood, of Fan- 
nin county, is similar to that of Sheriff 
Passmore. <A_ short time ago Sheriff 
Lovingood went across the North Caro- 
lina line a short distance, arrested a 
party for some misdemeanor, and 
brought him back to Georgia. 

The defendant in the case entered a 
ssh rate and it “4 said considerable cor- 
respondence with regard to t 
followed. The aeertit of the pe ar 
Olina county involved in the affair has 
also been brought into it, and a howl 
has apparently gone up about Sheriff 
Lovingood’s invading another state. 

Governor Candler has heard from Sher- 
iff Lovingood with regard to the matter, 
and the indications are that a requisi- 
tion from the governor of North Caro- 
lina, charging kidnaving, will be forth- 
coming within a few days. 

It appears that Georgia sheriffs are 
in demand in other states, though up to 
date no official pavers have been received 
at the executive department.

NEW LIGHTS ARE IN US 


New Company Turned On the Current 
Saturday Night. : 


MANY PATRONS WERE SBRVED 


Plant Has Double Generators and 
Breakdowns Cannot Leave 
Customers in Darkness. 


The lights of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company were turned on Atlanta 
for the first time Saturday night and At- 
lanta at last hag electric light competi- 
tion. 

About twenty-five customers received 
the new light Saturday night, including 
the police barracks and the union depot. 

One important feature about the com- 
pany’s service is that they claim there 
is no possibility of a break down, in- 
curring fréquent nights without lights. 
The new company has two units or du- 
plicate generators, so that if one breaks 
down the other can do the work. 

While twenty-five customers were sup- 
plied Saturday night, the company states 
that over one hundred have been secured 
who will be given service as fast as the 
wires can be laid. 

In speaking of the new light service 
President Woodruff sald: 

‘We are now prepared to furnish arcs 
and incandescent lights and power to all 
patrons in the city. We have already 
furnished lights to mom than twenty- 
five and power to a number of factories. 
Cur engines have been furnished by the 
International Power Company, the gener- 
ators by the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company and the cables 
by John C. Roeblings & Son, of Trenton, 
N. J. I merely mention this to show that 
we have in our plant the very best that 
money can buy. We are now ready for 
business and we intend to show the peo 
ple since they have competition in elec- 
tric ight and power that they can get as 
fine service as can possibly be rendered.”’ 

The new. plant has 10,000 horsepower 
to run the machinery. Three engines are 
used for the car service and three for the 
lights, while a fourth for light power is 
now being built. 

Under the rates given by the new com- 
pany lights are now about 26 per cent 
cheaper than formerly. The city saves at 
the police barracks several hundred dol- 
lars under the new contract.

ENGLISH CHARITY 


Preached Last Night to an Immense 
Crowd of People. 


NOTHING SAID OF POLITICS 


Tabernacle Was So Crowded That 
Numbers of People Were Turned 
Away at the Doors—What 
He Said. 


Dr, Broughton preached, or_rather talk- 
ed, to an immense audience last night of 
about 4,000 people, many hundreds being 
turned away at the doors of the Taber- 
nacle, 

if any went there for the purpose of 
hearing one of his noted “warm talks” 
on Iccal politics, they were disappointed. 
It had been intimated that the doctor 
weulé “pay his respects” to some of the 
council candidates, but he did not a sin- 
gle time refer to politics in Atlanta. 

He spoke of his trip te Europe, giving 
amusing incidents about his voyage and 
speaking of his visit to London. 

In the course of his remarks he egaid 
that he wds struck by the way in which 
the English were taught discipline and of 
the country’s militarism. He heard Cham- 
berlain and Balfour speak and was ittro- 
duced to John Burns, the noted leader of 
the common people. 

He visited all the principal churches and 
investigated the London charities in 
which, he said, $250,000,000 was yearly ex- 
pemled. He was disappointed -with the 
congregational singing at Spurgeon’é 
church. 

In referring to Spurgeon he said: 

‘That man stands for the down trodden 
masses of suffering humanity, ‘and 1 tell 
you that the church of Christ that 1s to 
upbuild His kingdom on earth must be 
the one that stands up for the poor peo- 
ple who are being trodden under foot.” 

He said that England’s charity was not 
like American charity. In London they 
gave to help the poor; in America they 
gave to educate the rich or those who 
were able to educate themselves, 

Dr. Broughton gave some interesting 
facts about the Salvation Army in Lon- 
don and stated that General Booth would 
be in Atlanta about the last of Decem- 
Aer : ; 

He announced that he would give @

Sermon by Rev. Oliver Johnson, of Les- 
lie, 8S. C.,. on the heinousness of sin, 
showing that the sacrifice made on Cal- 
vary Was necessary to save the sinner, 
preached in the Central Presbyterian 
church,’ at Washington,’ D. C., August 4, 
1901, the occasion being the celeBfation of 
the Supper which. commemorates the 
death of the Lord:” 

The text was in Habakkuk, 1, 13: 

“Thou art of purer eyes than to be- 
er evil, and canst not look on iniqui- 
»,"" . 

In the course of his sermon the Rev. 
Mr. Johnson said: 

“Perhaps you have read and heard a 
great deal of late about revision of the 
Westminster Confession of Faith. There 
is a restlessness and chafing in a good 
many quarters under the restraints 
which are put upon a man in. requiring 
him to subscribe to the confession as it 
has stood for more than two hundred and 
fifty years. The sovereignty of God is 
the crucial point. There are men who 
say they will tear their bibles into paper 
rags and their Genevan gowns into 
shreds before they will stand in their pul- 
pits and say that God from all eternity 
decreed 
and some to eternal damnation. I am 
not standing here today to defend the 
Confession of Faith, nor am I here to 
controvert the opinion of these men. So 
far as I can see, the confession suits me 
very well as it stands, and if I meet 
with a man who can’t see as I do, I tell 
him that the heavenly city has gates on 
the east and on the north and on the 
west and on the south. 

‘‘Underneath and behind all this unrest 
of the religious world I see something, 
to my mind, far more radical, far more 
fatal, than an assault upon the decrees 
of God. I see = spurious fatherhood and 
a Vastard sonship being foisted upon this 
world through a minimizing and a set- 
ting aside of the great doctrine of per- 
sonal sin and its awful consequences of 
guilt and eternal perdition. These men in 
high places are no longer trying to lead 
us in our religious experience by that 
mountain which shakes with the thun- 
ders of God’s tread and burns with the 
fires of His holiness, that we may flee 
with an intelligent and restful confidence 
to that Mount Zion, that heavenly Je- 
fusalem. “They are no longer telling us 
that, looking down upon this world 
through Calvary and its precious blood, 
God says, ‘My children, adopted into my 
family through Christ, my Son;’ that 
looking up to God, through* Calvary, the 
world says, ‘Our Father, through Christ, 
our elder brother;’ and that when God 
and the world meet through any other 
channel God is a consuming fire and man 
is the chaff and the tares‘to be gathered 
and burned. 

“Thou art of purer eyes than to behold 
evil, and canst not look on iniquity.’’ Sin 
is that in man, either of thought, motive, 
or act, which is contrary to, or out of 
harmony with, the character of God; and 
when I do a deed, or have a thought, or am 
impelled by a motive not in line with 
the will of God, I am guilty of sin, and 
that is the thing, and the only thing, in 
all this universe which God hates, against 
which the fires of his wrath burn and for 
which he has prepared an eternal hell. 

The fundamental truth of the Old Tes- 
tament and of the New Testament, of 
the Jews’ religion, and of the Christian 
religion is that God is holy, unspeakably 
holy, and that He manifests His holiness 
in a hatred of sin. 

Over all this world of sin there blazes 
the fire of God’s holiness. Oh! that we 
might have the vision that Isaiah had in 
the temple the year when King Ussiah 
died, when he saw the-Lord sitting upon 
a throne, high and lifted up, with His 
train filling the temple. Above it stood 
the seraphim; each one had stx wings: 
with twain he covered his face, with 
twain he covered his feet, and with twain 
he did fiy. Even the*seraph had four 
wings with which to cover himself from 
the. holiness of God, and but two with 
which to do ser¥Vice. And one cried to 
another and said: ‘‘Holy, holy, holy is 
the “Lord of Hosts; the whole earth is 
full of His glory.’’ And Isaiah said: ‘‘Woe 
is me, for I am a man of unclean lips. 
and I dwell in the midst of a people of 
unclean lips.’’ 

World Is Full of Selfishness. 


T don’t know what ts going on in those 
beautiful worlds we see up yonder when 
the shadow of night falls upon ys. I 
don’t know whether they have any hills 
and rivers and valleys and peaceful 
farms; whether they know about steam 
and electricity and great roaring cities. 
Here is the world we know about. We 
know that God made it. and all living 
things upon it, and made them for His 
glory, everything in its place and accord- 
ing to its character to serve Him, every- 
thing very good. The earth brings forth 
food for man, the animals serve man, and 
in doing, this. they serve God, for God 
made them for this purpose. 

But here the beautiful and orderly pro- 
gression stops. TI look out there and see 
the earth bringing forth its fruits without 
a sound. I see the animals waiting pa- 
‘tiently the will of man. I see the beauty of 
the fields and the woods, and hear the 
harmony of the air, and then I look into 
the hearts of God’s finished creation, into 
my eart and the hearts of my fellow 
man. and there I see turmoil and unrest, 
there I see selfishness and self-seeking, 
there I see burning envies and hatreds, 
there I see strife and bloodshed; there 
I see the strong oppressing the weak, 


| there I see blasphemies and defiance of 


God, there I see resolutions that this man, 
shall not rule over us—a monstrous rebel- 
‘lion against the authority of God, a cold, 
critical neglect of Him. 

Whence cometh this awful confusion in 
the beautiful order of this world? When 
man should be the fina] HMnk In the chain 
tying this beautiful world to the throne 
of. God, when he should be the final 
mou ece to gather up the praises of 
God m everything below him and pour 
them all intothe ear of God, why do we 
find him down in the mire of selfishness 
and ingratitude, full of unrest and a 
stranger to God? 

Sin Controls Hearts of Men. 

It is sin which has control of the heart 
of man. It is sin which has put the flesh- 
ly man in the saddle and trampled the 
spiritual man, the spifit of God, in the 
dust. It has robbed God of the honor, 
which is His due from this world; it has 
cast Him out from the throne of this 
earth, and ‘put in His stead the god of 
self, the god of flesh, the god of pleasure, 
the god of money. Do you wonder that 
‘God reveals His blazing hatred of sin

And the Father’s face was turned away 
and through the long hours He suffered, 
untily He cried out, .‘“My God, My God, 
why has Thou fotsaken Me?” and gave 
up His life. Oh, if you think sin is a lit- 
tle thing, an excusable thing, in the 
name of God, look on the cross and see 
what sin is: see it ag it rent the rocks 
j and opened the graves and eclipsed the 
“sun, and fear before God if you are 4 
sinner. EF would rather this day the earth 
open and swallow me up, I would rather 
the hilis and mountains fall on me and 
hide me, if thereby I could escape the 
wrath of God, rather than stand before 
Him with a single sin upon me, a single 
lie, a single theft, a‘ single oath, a single 
adultery, a single Sabbath desecration, 
uncovered by the blogd of Jesus Christ, 
for. the bottomless pits of God’s eternal 
burning wrath. are revealed from heaven 
against every Sin. 
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cause you have rejoiced in that vou are 
a child of God and an heir of the heaven- 
ly kingdom. re : 

Jesus said, “And this is the condemna- 
tion that light is come into the world 
and men have loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were evil.’’ The 
light came, goodness was manifested, the 


morally beautiful walked befare the faces 
of men in this world and they raged 
against it and slew it. That is the terri- 
ble arraignment and the blasting condem- 
nation of sin before the throne of God— 
that it slew God manifest in the flesh. 
There are no two things in all this uni- 
verse more bitter in their enmity, the 
one with the other, than God and sin. 
God is light and sin is darkness. The 
man who tells us of our sins, who shows 
us our deformities, who convicts us of 
moral depravities,:is the man we. revile 
and persecute. This world does not want 
to be aroused from its dark bed in Sleepy 
Hollow—all because sin has blinded the 
heart. 

How can God and Jesus Christ get at 
those whose hearts are blind? They have 
run into their hiding place and muddled 
the water about them and they cannot be 
reached. Sin is a fundamental thing and 
it is an awful thing. It shuts out the 
sight and sound of all God’s grace. If we 
could knock a loophole through the sin 
which has crusted over and deajened and 
blinded the heart of this world, so that 
one beam of God’s holiness could enter 
in and these deaf ears could be made to 
hear these wonderful words, -““God so 
loved the world that He gave His only 
begotten Son that whosoever believeth 
in Him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life,’”’ the churches would not hold 
the people and the clerks could not write 
the names cf those who would flock in 
to lay hold of the salvation of God; and 
many of us whose names have long been 
on the roll of the church, and who have 
sat with lukewarmness toward everv 
good work, would bestir ourselves and call 
out to know what God would Have us to 
do, 

“Your iniguities have separated  be- 
tween you and your God, and’ your sins 
have hid His face from you that He will 
not hear.”’ Because God is holy He sep- 
arates the sinner from Himself. “‘But oe 
in Christ Jesus ye, who once were far 
off, are made nigh by the blood of Christ.” 
Jesus saith, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life; no man cometh to the Father 
but by Me.” . All ‘approach’ to God is on 
the ground of-shed blood. Look upon 
Calvary and see God’s hatred of sin. Did 
Jesus not say, ‘“‘Father, if it be possible, 
let ‘this cup pass from Me?’’ Wouldn't it 
have passed if it had been possible? It 
was not possible. Because God is holy 
and had to punish sin, therefore, do we 
see Jesus Christ toiling on through this 
world undergoing the miseries of this life, 
the wrath of God, and the cursed death 
of the cross. I see many things in Cal- 
vary. I see it the hub around which this 
world is turning, but underneath it all I 
see the awfulness of sin rendering its 
agony necessary. 

I feel somehow that if it'had heen pos- 
sible some good man would have worked 
out the salvation of this world, or one 
of the angels would have worked it out; 
but it took Jesus Christ, the Son of God, | 
equal with God, God himself. That is an 
awful thing which the great God had to | 
come here in human form to conquer, 
when the angels of God were looking on 
in wonder, desiring to~look into these 
things. ‘‘My Father, is it not enough 
that I have lived a childhood and a youth 
and a young manhood free from sin; 
have I not worked ‘at the carpenter's 
trade, and been infinitely humbled. from 
the station I had with Thee?” ‘“‘No, My 
Son, sin is not yet punished.” “My 
Father, is it not enough that I have for 


temptations of the devil?” 
Son, sin is not yet’ punished.” “My 
Father, is it not enotigh that I have 
taught My disciples through all My min- 
istry,and have now given them My fare-, 
wel] address?” ‘‘No, My Son, sin is not 
yet puished.”- “My Father, is it not 
enough that I have prayed and sweat the 
bloody sweat of the garden? My Father, 
is it not enough’ that I have been be-

I do not believe that the estimate man 
puts upon sin affects its character at all. 
“Fools make a mock: at sin.’’ They con- 
sider it a smart thing, .a thing to be 
beasted of, but God does not-reveal Him- 
self to us as thinking that way of it. I 
feel that the church of God todav is 
drifting away from the great doctrine of 
personal sin, and as a result that Jesus 
Christ is losing His power and His beau- 
ty to the world. If I have no cenviction 
of sin, what ts Jesus Christ to me but a 
pleasant name, or a dark riddle; what 
the garden and Calvary, with their sweat 
and blood and awful cries, but a dark 
mystery, an inexplicable tragedy? 

But let me see myself in the light of 
God’s holiness, let me feel that I am 
a Sinner in the sight of God and under 
His wrath and curse, and I will flee with 
joy to Him who shed His blood on the 
cross for my sins, and for the sins of the 
whole world. 
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A great congregation atténded services 
at Trinity and heard the pastor. Dr. J. 
W. Quillian, preach from a clause of 
Christ’s Sermon on the Mount: “Blessed 
are the pure in heart, for they shall see 
God.”” Matthew v, 9. He said tn part: 

“Before sight can take place in the 
physical man there must be such a har- 
mony of relationship established between 
the subject viewing and the obiect 
viewe@ as that the image of the object 
may focalize upon the _ sensibilities of 
the subject viewing and_ the object 
thus made upon the senses must be sup- 
ported and reinforced by an intelligent 
consciousness that recognizes and takes 
cccnizance of the form and outline of 
the image made. This trrate consctous- 
ness can be cultivated and developed 
until it will see only such ‘things as are 
in harmony with its culture. But before 
one can see a thine tn its fullness his 
powers of conception must be somewhat 
commensurate with the magnitude of the 
thing conceived. In this respect man is 
preeminently prenared to see God. Of 
all the orders of. beings, from the un- 
organized mass benéath our feet up to 
the most complex organism next to man, 
there is not one prepared to see God. 
Man stands out alone and above all else, 
for he was made in the image and like- 
ness of God. Hence, their plane of life 
originally was so nearly the same that 
they walked, talked and communed to- 
gether. Man saw: God, loved Him, and 
was happy in that love. Purity of heart 
and freedom from sin was the element 
that held man upon that high plane, 
‘placing him in correspondence ard re- 
lationship with God. Sin broke that re- 
lationship and separated them, and that 
was man’s death. Hence, it will take a 
pure heart to have relationship and cor- 
respondence with God now, for He and 
His laws are immutable. 

“As it pertains to sinful men, back of 
this relationship and preceding this cor- 
respondence there is a life center or 
germ that must be planted in -he heart. 
That life principle is Christ: ‘He that 
hath the Son hath life.’ This life center 
will grow and develop just as the soll 
in which it is planted is purified and kept 
free from the fatal poison of sin. 

“In Christ, God comes within 
range of man’s vision, for He there 
stands upon the plane of humanity, to 
lift man to the level of God. The Holy 
Spirit quickens the conscience until it 
recognizes in Christ the presence of God 
and that same Spirit lays hold upon man 
in answer to . repentance, faith and 
prayer, and lifts him, by Yegeneration, 
from the plane of’ the carnal fnto the 
realm of the spiritual, opening his eyes, 
pardoning his sins, and purifying his 
soul. Then he sees God and gains knowl- 
edge of Him, and this knowledge is eter- 
nal life. ‘For .-this is life eternal that 
they might know ‘Thee. the only true 
God, and Jesus Christ. whom Shou hast 
sent.’ Such an one sees God in nature, 
and all the works of His hands. He sees

He 
sees God in this fullness in the revela- 
tions of history, of his book of His Son. 
Thus seeing and knowing God, he loves 
Him and enjoys Him. He enjoys His 
protection, His care and fellowship. All 
these here, and when the inner man 
rends the veil of the flesh in death, he 
will see God as He is and enjoy Him 
forever. Oh that all men may be*pure 
in heart and see God!’’ 
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At First Methodist church Dr. Charles 
W. Byrd, the pastor, preached at the 
evening hour the first of a series of ser- 
mons upon Biblical characters. Text Ruth 
i, 16 and 17: “And Ruth said: Entreat me 
not to leave thee, or to return from fol- 
lowing after thee, for whither thou goest 
I will go, and where thou lodgest I wif 
lodge; thy people shall be my people and 
thy God my God; where thou diest will 
I die, and there will I be buried; the Lord 
do so to me and more also if aught but 
death part thee and me.”’ 

He said in substance: 

‘Judged purely from a literary stand- 
point, the beautiful and winsome story of 
Ruth is without a peer. It comes from 
the lower walks of life and yet the excel- 
lence of the character of this Moabitish 
damsel brings her to a place worthy of 
holy writ. The scene opens with Ruth 
holding the strong hand of Mahlon and 
closes with her steadfastly clinging to 
the God of Naomi and claiming the mer- 
cles shown to the Jews as the vista of 
years stretched before her. Her ten years 
of happy married life passed all too quick- 
ly away, 

‘Three widows sat in desolation about 
one hearthstone. The eldest thinks of the 
peace of her own old home at Bethlehem. 
Naomi could see peace for her daughters 
only in their mothers’ homes. 

“Ruth resisted all the arguments and 
appeals of her mother in law and made 
d@ final stop to them by the beautiful 
words of the text. She gives herself a 
home and a people and a God by this 
jewel. She went with the gleaners as 
other Hebrew maidens did to supply all 
the bread needed in their little home. Her 
strong young arm was well equal to the 
task. Her diligence soon made her ob- 
served by the lordly Boaz, His inquiries 
discovered her identity and the beauty of 
her life and soon Boaz found out and 
did his duty as next of kin to her de- 
ceased husband. She was established as 
mistress of the great home where pleniy 
crowns the board. 

‘Ruth had heart in her. She speaks 
and acts like one who had inspiration. 
Rich in her own resources she became a 
blessing to all who came under her 
charmed influence. 

‘‘Woman is blessed in her great oppor- 
tunities, Her cheer and comfort in homes 
where burdens rest upon shoulders that 
would crush otherwise brings peace and 
strength. Her song is buoyant and her 
presence helpful. 

“The crowning lesson in this beautiful 
Ruth is her piety. God's spirit moved 
upon her honest heart and she _ could 
never again find in the heathen worship 
of her fathers the peace and the hope she 
needed. God gave her a home of abund- 
ance among His own people and she is 
honored as the ancestress of David and 
of the Christ of the same line and the 
blessed promise to all mankind.” . 
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At Merritts Avenue church Kev. R. J. 
Bigham, presiding elder Atlanta district, 
preached at the morning hour from the 
text Isaiah Ixv, 24: ‘‘Before they call I 
will ahswer, and while they are yet 
speaking I will hear.”’ 

He said in part: 

‘We fear men do not pray as they 
should, because we do not now have such 
laymen and preachers as we remember 
who are powerful in prayer. People trust 
men of marked power in prayer, a pray- 
erful man has about him an atmosphere, 
he is known, his devotional attitude can- 
not be hidden. When men pray the 
church prospers. Prayer brings blessings, 
the fruit of the spirit {s an answer to 
prayer. In our own lives we would be 
happier Caoristians if we prayed more, 
perhaps we have not received because we 
have not asked. A noted man in Georgia 
always thanked God for water; we need 
also to give thanks for all the air, the 
earth and the common blessings. 

“Prayer is fundamental in God's king- 
dom, the whole plan and process of sal- 
vation and edification hangs upon it; it 
is the bond between the two kinewdoms of 
earth and heaven. 

“Has prayer, once necessary, now be- 
come unnecessary? We have no other 
approach to God. Our religious life may 
be more formal, more vital, more ener- 
gized than it once was, but is it any bet- 
ter? Is the life of the church as sweet, 
as gracious, as unctious, as powerful as 
once it was? Prayer brings the secret, 
powerful thrill of life from God. 

‘Prayer affects the world and stays and 
changes matter. The physical and moral 
laws of the universe do not collide, but 
cooperate and move in perfect harmony. 
Prayer is as certain in its operation as 
any other law of God. Pentecost, Peter's 
life, Cornelius, «aul show God’s meth- 
ods of answering prayer. Prayer is a 
coin current on the earth everywhere and 
in the skies. Praying, believing men and 
women make the strongest citadel of 
the church. Thank God for prayer for 
ourselves and for one another. The text 
tells how soon God will answer prayer— 
*‘pefore they call I will answer, and while 
they are yet speaking I will hear.’ 
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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw, the pastor, 
returned from his vacation and preached 
yesterday to a large congregation. His 
theme was, “‘Christian Stewardship,”’ and 
his text was selected from Matthew xxv, 
27: “Thou oughtest therefore to have 
put my money to the exchangers, and 
then at my coming I should have received 
mine own with usury.’’ 

He said in part: 

“One of the most fruitful sources of 
unhappiness in the temporal world is 
lack of adjustment to surroundings. Some 
meet many of the inevitable things of life 
with dull despair instead of hopefulness. 
The same is true, with many, in the 
spiritual life because they persist in do- 
ing things in their own strength. They 
fail to find Christ’s yoke easy and His 
burden light, for the reason that thoy 
try to do it in their own way instead of 
Christ's way. 

“We like to think that we are the 
Lord’s, but sometimes we shrink from all 
that is involved in it. We forget that we 
have been bought with a price and there- 
fore are not our own. We are in danger 
of for getting that the flying moments 
which go to make wp the days and weeks 
and years @re ours. We are liable to 
forget that our hands with all their 
skill and strength to tabor are ours. We 
are prone to forget that the susy brain 
which God has given us is ours. 

“We often forget that our worldly goods 
belong to God and that we are simply 
stewards. We dwarf our epiritual natures 
by clinging to perishing things.

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| in order to help give the gospel to those 


who sit in the darkness of heatheniam? 
What is life? Is it to sleep and eat, to 
dress and frolic, to get gain and worship 
the world? Is this all that life means? 
No; far from it. If we are God's children, 
life means much more than this. We 
must read His will in His word and 


ecute. We must seek to be a biessing to 
each Mfe that touches ours. We must 
reach out with the gospel of love to those 
for whom Christ died. He who is far 
from the Father’s house has no relish for 
these thoughts. But if you have drawn 
go near to Christ that you can lay your 
head on His breast, as did loving John, 
and have felt the throbbing heart of the 
Son of God. you are prepared to say, ‘I 
am Thine forever; do with me and with 
all that I possess as. Thou wilt.’ But 
faithful stewardship in the matter of 
worldly goods is not all that is required. 
There rust be the consecration of every 
talent, and the wise use of our time and 
strength. We need also to pray for the 
success of the work. We need to be faith- 
ful in that which is committed to our 


trust.”’ 
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Yesterday at the First Christian church 
Rev. S. B. Moore sounded the keynote to 
his sermon when, in his prayer, he plead- 
ed that his people might think—‘‘think 
seriously, think wisely, think with a 
view to eternity’’—and the emphasis was 
further given in the hymn: 


‘‘Lord, we come before Thee now, 

At Thy feet we humbly bow. 

Fill our hearts with Thy rich grace 
Tune our lips to sing Thy praise.”’ 


Nothing could have more deeply sol- 
emnized the service than did the im- 
pressive text from Rev. xx, 12: ‘And I 
saw the dead, small and great, stand be- 
fore God; end the books were opened, 
and another book was opened which is 
the book of life: And the dead were 
judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their 
works.”’ 

In presenting a word picture of the 
books to be opened when we stand be- 
fore God, he painted the book of nature, 
the book of Providence, the book of 
conscience, the book of memory and the 
book of life. He presented the Bible-- 
that book of books—as the guide book 
for us here on earth. “By this Bible 
must our acts be shaped for the final 
judgment,”’ seid Mr. Moore. “Let us be 
careful how we deal with it. We hear 
much of the critics and the higher criti- 
cism. What we need is to love the Bible. 
When we stand yonder in that throng 
which cannot be counted, this is the 
book by which the record in the book 
of life shall be judged. Let us be care- 
ful. ‘“‘Another book shall be opened which 
is the book of life, and the dead shall 
be judged according to their works.”’ 
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The First Baptist church celebrated ves- 
terday the opening of the sixth vear of 
the pastorate of Rev. Dr. Landrum. The 
hoard of deacons and the woman's execu- 
tive board had made elaborate prepara- 
tions in anticipation of the pastor’s re- 
turn from his annual vaeation. The 
latter body had beautifully decorated the 
pulpit platform with ferns and palms and 
a profusion of flowers. A double quartette 
and Wurm’'s orchestra rendered special 
music. During the organ voluntary the 
officers of the church entered the audi- 
torium [In a body, the pastor and the 
chairman of the board of deacons being 
at the end of the procession. numbering 
twenty-three men. On the platform were 
a number of Baptist ministers, who came 
to take part in the worship. The Bible 
was read by Rev. Dr. 8S. Y. Jameson, 
corresponding secretary of the Georgia 
Baptist board of missions. The prayer 
before the sermon was made by Rev. Dr. 
T. P. Bell, editor of The Christian Index, 
while Rev. Dr. Hatcher, of the American 
Baptist Publication Soctety, and Rev. Dr. 
John Owen participated. 

Before the offertor- the pastor made 
a brief address, thanking God and the 
church for the five happiest years of his 
life spent in the service of the Christian 
ministry. He also read a letter of con- 
gratulation from Rev. Dr. Hawthorne, 
who took occasion to say that Dr. Lan- 
drum was enshrined in the hearts of one 
of the greatest churches in this country 
and he wished him continued prosperity 
for long vears to come. The auditorium 
was crowded and chairs were in the iisles 
and many unable to enter were turned 
away. The sermon of the morning was 
from the words of Christ to the elder 
brother in the parable of the prodigal son: 
“Son, thou art ever with me and all that 
I have is thine.’’ Dr. Landrum spoke with 
much earnestness for some twenty-five or 
thirty minutes or more. Before the ben- 
ediction, and while the congregation were 
singing the last hymn, the pastor left the 
platform, passed down the alsle amd 
took a place in the vestibule, that he 
might shake hands with all the members 
as they left the building. 
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Rev. C. B. Wilmer, at St. Lukes yes- 
terday, preached on ‘‘Who is My Neigh- 
bor?’’ 

“A certain Scribe,’”” began Mr. Wilmer, 
“asked Christ ‘what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life?? Thrown back on his own 
resources for answer, He replied: ‘To 
love God supremely and one’s neighbor 
as oneself.’ ‘This do,’ said Christ, ‘and 
thou shalt live.’ But still unsatjsfied, he 
continued: ‘But who is my neighbor?’ In 
answer Christ spoke the beautiful, simple, 
profound parable of the good Samaritan. 

“Religion for all time is summed up in 
love to God and to man. These afte qués- 
tions of the relation of these two to each 
other—of religion to philanthropy—and of 
what it is to love God and what to love 
our fellow men. But putting aside these, 
for the time being, let us ask: ‘Who is 
my neighbor?’ Words are often used with 
a mental reservation. The fathers of the 
republic said ‘all men were created free 
and equal,’ but they meant some men and 
in some respects, and those men wer 
themselves. To the Jew of old his neigh- 
bor meant another Jew—not a Samaritan, 
not a Gentile. Who is our neighbor? The 
word means one dwelling near by and we 
usually carry out that definition. We 
recognize as neighbors those near us, 
locally or in congeniality. Christ's defini- 
tion is—anybody,..no matter who he is 
and no matter*where he lives, that we 
have ability and opportunity, in any way, 
to help. The meaning then practically 
changes with circumstances. 

“Time was when there was little or no 
communication between different peoples. 
Now railroads, steamships and the tele- 
graph make the world neighbors. We 
send help to starving India. China, Africa 
and Asia are geighbors to the United 
States. 

“In a business way this is more and 
more recognized. We try to do business 
with the world. So, too, Christ’s defini- 
tion of neighbor abolishes our distinction 
between domestic and foreign missions. 
Christians are to help all now. Christians 
to become such, not because they live in 
a man’s country or town, but because 
they need higher truth and more spiritual 
power. , 
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to learn is that of self-denial. How many | plies 


works. We must pray and plan and ex-. 
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What are the law-abiding people doing to 
change the environment and education 
of the boys growing up in sin and crime? 
The¥ are our neig.bors. Capitalists must 
learn to regard their employees as their 
neighbors. Treating labor as so much 
merchandjse to be bought in the cheap- 
est market does not exhaust their duty 
to their fellow men. So the é@mployee 
must regard his employer as his neighbor. 
He owes it to his employer to work for 
him as honestly as though working for 
himself. | 

“In general the fortunate classes must 
look on the unfortunate as neighbors. 
Peachtree must so regard Decatur 
street.” 

The speaker also dwelt at some length 
on the need of legislation regulating 
child labor in the south. Capitalists must 
not be allowed to erect palaces with 
bricks cemented by the blood .of helpless 
children. 

In all these and a thottsand other in- 
stances how prone we &re to emulate 
the example of the priest and the Levite 
and “pass by on the other side!” The 
Sight of sin and suffering is distressing to 
us and we turn our eyes away and put 
the whole matter out of our thoughts. 

In conclusion the speaker said that 
our Lord in this parable meant to give 
no countenance to the shallow idea that 
belief was of no consequence, or that a 
true philanthropy could exist apart from 
religion. But He meant to show what it 
is to be neighborly and to point out the 
worthlessness of a religion that “passes 
by on the other side’ when humanity is 
in need. Religious toil is the way we 
treat our fellow men. Philanthropy is not 
always religion, but: genuine religion is 
always philanthropic and the humane 
heretic is hetter than the cold-blooded 
orthodox who imagines himself religious 
because he is busy with a lot of religious 
things. Finally, once stand face to face 
with the law of love and you will learn 
your need of Christ as an example to 
show what loving our neighbor its and as 
an inspiration and source of power. It !s 
in fellowship with Him who on the cross 
died to self that we can conquer self and 
rise into the realm of loving service.

Attorney General J. M. Terrell has been 
asked for an opinion regarding the taxa- 
tion of some property belonging to the 
Savannah Volunteer Guards, an incore 
porated military organization of Savane 

nah, 

The Guards own a part of what ig 
Known as the old jail site in Savannah, 
and they have recently disposed of it. 
The property has beerf assessed for taxae- 
tion for each year from 1895 to 1901, inclue 
sive. Under a recent decision of the sue 
preme court in the case of the city of 
Atlanta against the Gate City Guard, 
property belonging to military organiza- 
tions is not exempt from taxation and 
the law making it so was declared uncone 
stitutional. ~ 

In the present case, however, the Sa- 
vannah Volunteer Guards have a chare 
ter provision exempting their armory 
and property held for armory purposes 
from taxation. The question hefore the 
attorney general is whether that charter 
exemption is valid. He ts in poss2ssion 
of a petition from the Guards which asks 
the governor and himself to direct the tax 
receiver of Chatham county, under séction 
843 of the code, to correct the tax.digest 
and strike therefrom -the assessment 
against the Guards on this property for 
the years 189 to 1900, inclusive, and to 
require the payment of taxes for only 
half of the year 1901. Mr. Terrell will 
look into the matter and give the Guanis 
an opinion with regard to it early this 
week,

FROM WANDERINGS 


‘Youthful Forger With His Father’ Re- 
turned Saturday. From Macon. 


TELLS OF HIS EXPERIENCES 
Further Than To Admit Guilt He 
Will Not Discuss the Crime. 
Seems Ignorant of Having 


Done Anything That . 
Was Wrong. 


For originality, precocity and enter- 
prise it is doubtful if any youth of his 
age in Atlanta, or anywhere else, is the 


peer of ll-year-old Wade O'Callaghan; 
of this city. 

He is the youngster who passed five 
ferged checks in Macon last week. ag- 
gregating $110, and who later was ar- 
rested by the Savannah police and re- 
turned by them to the scene of his un- 
lawful operations. The matter was set- 
tled in full by the boy’s father, D. J. 
O'Callaghan, and, because of the ex- 
treme youthfulness of the offender, fur- 
ther criminal proceeding was stopped. 

Mr. O'Callaghan and his son arrived in 
Atlanta late Saturday night. The re-. 
turn of the youthful prodigal, while not 
attended by the sacrificing of the fatted 
calf, was in the partial nature of a hap- 
py reunion. A peculiar feature of the 
case is that the child. does not seem to 
have the faintest realization that he has 
committed a crime, but views the mat- 
ter in the light of having returned from 
a pleasure excursion which was termi- 
nated by the law’s rude interruption. 

_ Reticent on the Forgery. 

All day yesterday the youngster was 
busy recounting to the different mem- 
bers of his family his experiences in 
the places he yisited, and telling of the 
various points of interest and beauty he 


saw in Savannah. He contracted a vio- 
lent liking for that city, and especially 
was he impressed with his first view of 
the ocean, obtained there. Although the 
conversation never lags along this line, 
whenever allusion is made to the matter 
of the forgery, the boy lapses into a 
reticence that no amount of coaxing or 
questioning can penetrate. As to his 
guilt he is thoroughly ingenuous, frank- 
ly acknowledging that he got the money 
on false checks, but from his manner 
and’ speech it is plainly evident that he 
does not realize he has been guilty of a 
criminal act. A conversation with him 
creates the impression that he simply 
adopted this method of getting the 
money he wanted for a pleasure trip. 
not recognizing the wrong of it, and be- 
lieving that his father would. make it 
all right. 
Went To Visit His Sister. 

The story of young O'Callaghan’s esca- 
pade is interesting throughout. Early 
last month he raised some money here 
in a way similar to the method he em- 
ployed in Macon. He left one day, going 
to Dublin, Ga., to visit his sister, who 
lives there. This matter was _ settled 
quietly here by his father and steps were 
get the boy back home. The 
father sent a letter to his daughter in 
Dublin, containing a railroad ticket for 
the youngster back to Atlanta. The let- 
ter fell into the hands of Wade O'’Cal- 
laghan, who promptly destroyed it, ticket 
and all. ° 

Shortly ,after, the davehter wrote to 
her father about the matter,.- and then 
the facts relative to the destroying of 
the letter came out. 

Mr. O'Callaghan then communicated 
with an older son in Macon, instructing 
him to go for the boy and send him 
home. This the brother did, -reaching 
Macon last Tuesday with young Wade. 
A ticket to Atlanta was purchased and 
the older brother put Wade on the car. 
riding out with him until the train was 
well under way out of the city. He 
then alighted, thinking the boy was 
safely scheduled for arrival in Atlanta. 
But as the older brother alighted on one 
side of the train the youngster got off 
on the other. 

Imitated Signatures. 

He remained in Macon Tuesday night. 
without his presence there being known. 
and on Wednesday morning started out 
on his ‘illegal harvesting of coin. Secur- 
ing a number of blank checks, he clev- 
erly imitated the signature of Dr. 
Holmes, a Macon dentist. Each check 
was made payable to ‘‘cash,”’ there being 
five of them in all. The amount of each 
check was not sufficiently large to arouse 
suspicion, and at all five of the banks 
where he presented the checks thev were 
promptly honored. Why the boy singled 
out Dr. Holmes’ signature as the one 
to forge, or where he secured a copy of 
it from which to work, no one knows, 
but the fact is strongly attested that 
the handwriting was most cleverly imi- 
tated. 

The bay remained in Macon during 
Wednesday and Thursday, leaving on the 
latter night for Savannah. The history 
of the ease from this point on is known. 
The boy had secured passage on one of 
the steamers for New York. and was 
making ready to leave on the afternoon 
of the day on which he was taken into 
custody. 

Seemingly ignorant of the serious 
aspect of the case, the boy spent his 
money with a lavish hand while it last- 
ed. During one of his nights in Macon 
O'Callaghan formed the acquaintance of 
a boy there, and, after showing him 
the sights of the city, took him to the 

otel, where he, O'Callaghan, paid the 
lodging bills of both. In the morning, 
before they parted, young O'Callaghan 
casually handed his newly made com- 
panion a $5 bill, giving it as a trifling 
souvenir ol thetr brief acquaintance. 

Speaking yesterday of his visit to Ma- 
con when he went to straighten out ‘is 
son's entanglement, D. J. O'Callaghan 
said he would always feel grateful to 
the police of that city, as he was treated 
with universal courtesy and considera- 
tion by Chief Boifguillet_ and his men. 


Two Boys .Drowned in Mississippi 


Natchez, Miss., September 1.—Harry 
Johnson and. Johnnie Hollonan, white 
boys, aged 16 and 15, respectively, were 
drowned in the Mississippi river here 
this afternoon. The boys, with a number 
of companions, were in bathing. about 
half a mile below the ferry dock. when 
voung Johnson felt himself sinking and 
called for help. Hollonan went to his 
assistance and both went under. A 
young man dived and _ recovered both 
bodies. The boys were of prominent fam- 
ilies.

SEEMS SURE FOR ATLANTA 
Birmingham, Ala., September 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In less than thirty days the season 
of 1901 for the Southern League of Base- 
ball Clubs will have drawn to a close. 

The final meeting of the league will be 
held on October 15 at a place among 
the cities now belonging to the league to 
be fixed by President John Nicklin, of 
Chattanooga. At this meeting all the 
business of the present season will be 
completely wound up and talk of the 
league for next season will be started. 

Of course franchises to those now in 
the league will be offered again, but it {s 
not doubted but that some of the fran- 
chises will be transferred to other cities 
and Atlanta is named as one of the al- 
most certain places which will see 
Southern league teams next year. 

Vice President W. J. Boles, who is 
manager of the Birmingham team, in an 
interview gives out the following: 

“The meeting to be held on October 15 
will be an interesting one in southern 
baseball circles. The business of the 


‘present season will be concluded, the for- 


feit money put up by the respective teams 
will be distributed and the next season 
will be discussed. I believe that the 
present holders of franchises will be al- 
lowed to retain them, but I believe that 
some of the franchises will be played in 
other cities than now. For instance, I
